Other news- 
papers followed with severe denunciations 
of the Crathie, embellished with a shower of 
abuse against England, and the statement ap- 
peared in some of the newspapers, and re- 
mains uncontradicted, that the Emperor, on 
receiving full particulars of the collision, 
characterized the conduct of the Crathie as 
ruffianly and inhuman. 

In the Reichstag this afternoon Baron von 
Stumm-Halberg introduced the subject of the 
loss of the Eibe by asking the government 
what steps would be taken to prevent loss of 
life and shipwrecks. In so doing he ex- 
pressed the opinion that the conduct of the 
Captain and crew of the Elbe was irreproach- 
able. He added that the construction of ships 
ought to be supervised by the state, and that 
the rule of the road on high seas should be 


definitely regulated. 
Seaworthinew of Ship. 

The Chancellor, Prince von Hohenlohe, in 
reply said the federal governments were di- 
recting attention to the subject of insuring 
the seaworthiness of ships by state control, 
and he hoped that all the mercantile nations 
before next winter would give effect 
to the decisions arrived at by the 
international conference at Washing- 
ton, in 1889, in regard to rules of 
the road at sea.

To Control Bufla ing.

DR. PALITSCHEK IS ACQUITTED, 


Austria-Hurgiry’s World“ Fair Commis- 
missioner I. Completely Vindic«ted., 

Vrewna, Feb, 9.—Dr. Palitschek von Palm- 
forst, formerly Consul-General of Austria- 
Hungary in New York, and Commissioner- 
General to the Chicago World’s Fair, was 
tried today and acquitted of embezzle:nent. 
The verdict was reveived with cheers. The 
doctor broke down when he heard it. Dr. 
Palitechek, as he is commonly called, was 
charged with embezz ing 17.620 gulden (e bout 
$7,000) and $1,000 belonging to the estate of 
Johann Rust of Baja, Hungary, who went 
to the United States in 1851 with Louis Kos- 
suth, the Hungarian patriot, and remained 
there. Rusties bequeathed about $15,000 to 
charitable institatwons in Hungary. The 
money was paid by the executors to Dr. Pa- 
litechek, as Consul, to be forwarded to Baja. 
Dr. Palitschek was accused of having appro- 
priated this money and was recalied from 
New York, where he had been stationed 
about five years. Under pressure, the in- 
dictment alleged, he paid about $1,300, and 
after his arrest last October in this city his 
friends made good the balance. Dr. Palit- 
schek, though represented by counsel, con- 
ducted his own defense. He contended that 
he was not guilty of any breach of trust, his 
only fault being negligence. Dr. Porzer, 
counsel for the defense, said in addressing the 
jury that the evidence only showed that Dr. 
Palitschek had Been derelict, for which he 
had been sufficiently punished by loss - of po- 
sition, salary, and pension, and by three 
months imprisonment while awaiting trial. 
The jury, after being out fifty-five minutes, 
decided by a majority of . upon a verdict 
of not guilty.” 


GUATEMALAN REFUGEES REACH MEXICO 


They Travel by Secret. Routes and Will 
Fight Their Own Land. 

Comrran, Mex., Feb. 9.—This border town 
is füll of Guatemalan refugees, who are ar- 
riving from the south daily, by secret routes, 
to prevent being pressed into the army serv- 
ice. They report great alarm as prevalent 
among the people of the Republic of Guate- 
mala, especially among the frontiers- 
men, over the threatened war with Mexico, 
and say the greater part; of the army 
of 12,000 men now along the border has 
been forced into service by the Guatemalan 
Governmente*The most of the refugees ar- 
riving at Gomitan have come long distances 
on foot through a wild conntry and are in a 
destitute céndition. The problem of taking 
care of them is assuming serious proportions 
and, work bemg scarce, it is not known 
whence can come the means for their con- 
tinued support. Many of them are willing to 
enlist in the Mexican army and fight against 
their own country if thereby they can con- 
tribute to the overthrow of the rule of Presi- 
dent Barrios. 

Among the refugees just arrived is a Mex- 
sicap family named Valdez, which has been 
living for some time in Guatemala, The 
family consisted of the parents, two sons, and 
two daughters. In making their escape from 
the country they were overtaken and 
the father and two sons __s killed. 
After bemg maltreated the mother 
and two daughters succeeded in reaching this 
place nearly dead with hunger and hardship, 
The matter will be called to.the attention of 
the Mexican Government with a request that 
a demand be made upon Guatemala for in- 
demnity and punishment of the offenders, 
who, it is suid, were Guatemalan soldiers. 

A number of strategic movements, which 
have been made by the Mexican troops within 
the last few days, have given rise to a rumor 
that an advance upon Guatemalan soil has 
been ordered. This is denied by Gen. Lor- 
enzo Garcia, whois in charge of the Tenosqui 


forces. 
COLOMBIA REBxLS ARE ROUNDED UP. 


Gen. Hayes Accepts the Surrender of Gen. 
Salmierto and Fis Men. 

Corox, Colombia, Feb. 9.—Gen. Salmiento 
bas surrendered to Gen. Hayes, the com- 
mander of the government troops in the State 
of Tolima. Fifteen hundred men sur- 
rendered at the same time. The Pre- 
mier has arrived here from Cartagena. 
Capt. Roman, the special commission of the 


government, has seized forty mule loads of 


arms at Bacarmanga. Communication with 
Bogota, the capital, is now open. Gen. Ruiz 
was taken prisoner at Mompox.. The rebels 
have been defeated at Corozal and are being 
parsued. Five hundred rifles and other muni- 
tions of war, together with sixty horses, have 
been seized at Bogota.

JAPS DO GREAT WORK WITH TORPEDOES, 


Details of the Splendid Naval Victory at 
Wei Hni Wei. 

Hrrosum™a, Feb. 9.—The ninth official dis- 
patch of Admiral Ito dated Feb, 6 says the 
night of the 4th the first torpedo flotilla 
guarded the west entrance of Wei Hai Wei. 
Shortly after the moon had disappeared de- 
hind the hills the second and third flotillas 
entered through the spaces between the float- 
ing obstructions of the eastern channel ard 
started the torpedoes which destroyed the 
Ting Yuen. The Ching Yuen’s bottom, it is 
supposed, had been damaged, 

The shots of the Chinese struck torpedo 
boat No. 8. All on board were killed. While 
the others were returning they grounded on 
the floating obstructions and partly sank 
under the fire of the enemy. 

A lieutenant and two others were frozen to 
death the night of Feb. 5. The first flotilla 
renewed the attack and torpedoed and sank 
the cruiser Chi Yuen and probably the iron- 
clad Chen Yuen, the Wei Yuen, and one gun- 
boat. This time there was no loss to boats or 
men. The Japanese damaged torpedo boats 
were towed to Port Arthur.

TO RAWAIL,

Grover’s Advice in F. vor of Great Britain 
Is Spurned and an Approp-iation of 
$500,000 to Begin Work on the Project 
Is Decreed=Specious Arcuments of the 
Cuckeos fer Non-Intervention Fall ov 
Dall, Cold EarseStubborn Fight in 

» Conference Expected, 

Wasmiveton, D. C., Feb, 9.—[Special.]— 
The first practical result of the wave of senti- 
ment favorabie to the Hawaiian Islands was 
the passage by the Senate today of the appro- 
priation of $500,000 to begin work on a sub- 
marine cable, The vote of 36 to 25 about 
expresses the liberal and nationalistic senti- 
ment of the Senate, Five D mocrats—Gor- 
wan, Hiil, Butier, Morgan, and Cail—and 
the Populists united with the Republicans 
on the cabie project. To carry the 
matter through the Senate was a 
great triumph in more ways than one, for 
it necessitated breaking the rules of the Sen- 
ate. Men like Morgan of Alabama and Man- 
derson of Nebraska, the latter a member of 
the Committee on Rules, did not hesitate to 
declare the cable project was of such su- 
preme importance that the question of rules 
could not be ailowed to stand in its way. In 
addition to this the passage of the appro- 
priation for a distinctively American cable 
wa, a direct slap in the face for President 
Cleve.and, who had in a special message urged 
the aduption of an act permitting Great 
Britain to secure political control of one of 
the islands for a cable station. 

The action of the Senate today is the first 
step in a great project. Abandoning all ques- 
tions of a subsidy toa private corporation, 
which ha- proved sucha stumbling biock for 
the Nicaragua Canal, the Senators io charge 
of the measure boldly determined on govern- 
ment ownership. The President is directed 
to undertake the work of laying the cable, 
and half a million dollars is appropriated to 
pay the preliminary contracts. This appro- 
priation is made by means of an amend- 
ment to the consular and diplomatic ap- 
propriation biil, and hence goes back to 
the House. and will be the subject of a long 
and bitter conference. The bill goes to the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs, of 
which the Chairman is McCreary of Ken- 
tucky, a bitter enemy of Hawaii and one of 
the loudest cuckoosin the House. The ma- 
jority of the Senate, led by Morgan und Hale, 
Democrat and Repub.ican, will insist on the 
amendment and threaten to hang up the ap- 
propriations for the whole diplomatic service 
if their scheme is not adopted. The cost of 
the cable is estimated at from two to three 


| millions, and the proposition involves, of 


course, its use for commercial messages at 
low rates. , 
It is the first time the government has been 


called upon to go into such a scheme and 


hence many of the Democrats who are favor- 
able to Hawaii oppose it on the ground of 
paternalism, asserting that it is the opening 
wedge toward government ownership of rail- 
roade and telegraph lines. The Populists, on 
the other hand, are delighted over the propo- 
sition. In the Senate there is considerable 
indignation manifested over the action of 
Senator Pettigrew of South Dakota, who de- 
serted his party on the Vest resolution, and 
again showed his opposition by voting against 
the cable project. Western men assert that 
Pettigrew is daily receiving protests against 
his course on Hawaii, and they are likely to 
be doubled when his vote becomes known out 
in the hard wheat country. 

This was the first practical result coming 
from the intermittent Hawaiian debate last- 


ing more than a year, and repewed with in- 


tensity the last week in connection with the 
proposed cable. The debate of the last few 
days has shown that the lines of division were 
practically the sameas those heretofore ex- 
isting on all issues over Hawaii, the Republic. 
an Senators urging closer relationship by 
cable and ultimately by annexation, the Dem- 
ocratic Senators. as a rule, gontending against 
the cable or other i Bs Po alliances with

GRESHAM AND THE REBELS IN HAWAII. 


Comment in Regard to the Instructions 
Sent to Minister Willis. 

Wasnineton,: D. C., Feb, 9.—The Presi- 
dent's Hawaiian message excited much inte- 
rest in the House, Chairman Creary of the 
Foreign Affairs committee said the message 
presented nothing which seemed to cull for 
congressional action at this time, Secretary 
Gresham, he said, had clearly followed the best 
precedents and was acting in accordance with, 
established usage in demanding that the 
government be informed of the evidence upon 
which citizens of the United States had been 
convicted and sentenced. 

Mr. Boutelle, Maine, said the incident estab- 
lished the Repubiican contention that the ad- 
ministration was friendly to t he sevolution- 
ists, and that Secretary Gresham’s telegram 
was in marked contrast to his instructions to 
the Admiral that American citizens who took 
part in the rebellion, either for or against the 
government, forfeited their claims upon the 
United States for protection. 

Representative Hitt of the Foreign Affairs 
committee said the perplexity of Mr. Willis 
in view of the instructions fresh in his hands 
was evident. It was the duty of every Minis- 
ter, he said, to look after the interests of cit- 
izens of his country who were in trouble and 
see that they were given a fair trial. Military 
tribunals were often secret, he said, and 
there was nothing unusual in the proceedings. 
Secretary Gresham seemed to be taking great 
pains to instruct Mr. Willis in the ordinary 
duties of his position, and to demand of the 
Hawaiian Government what all other inter- 
ests dictate that she should do, deal fairly 
with American citizens. Mr. Hitt was in- 
clined to think capital punishment would be 
visited upon some of the rebela. As for the 
Hawaiian Government to do otherwise would 
be to put a premium upon the redellion.

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SAY ADRY IS INSANE. 


HARRY HAYWARD’S ATTORNEYS 
WILL MAKE THAT A DEFENSE. 


Theory That This Plea Mar Help Save 
Both Brothers in the Ging Murder 
Case—Telegrams from Kate Ging to the 
Defendant— Statement Signed by Her 
Showing She Was a Party to His Gam- 
bling Epterprises=First. Week's Evi- 
dence Corroborhtes Rlixt. 

Minweaponis, Minn., Feb..9.—[Special. ]— 
It was the intention to have put Adry Hay- 
ward on the stand this morning in the Hay- 
ward case, but as there was only half a day’s 
session very little could be done after the tes- 
timoay of Emil Ferrant, one of the residents 
at the Ozark, had been taken. Mr. Erwin 
pointed out that one of the experts expected 
to watch Adry when on the stand on behalf of 
the defense was Ul, and it would be much 
more convenient if the testimony of this wit- 
ness was deferred until Manday rning. 
Mr. Nye deferred to the wishes of tho defense. 
Mr. Erwin's statement is believed to indicate 
not only a purpose on the part of the deiense 
to claim Adry has hereditary insanity, but 
also, possibly, a purpose on the part of Adry 
to give his testimony in such manner as shall 
lead to that conclusion. In this way he can 
tell his story as he already has told it to the 
State and yet give his brother a chance to 
escape the gatlows. n 

Ex-Mayor Eustis testified as to Harry's be- 
havior after the murder, Mr. Erwin ques- 
tioned the ex-Mayor rather severely as to his 
authority for the seizure of Hay ward's papers 
in opposition to the latter protest. Eustis 
answered he did it in his official capacity as 
Mayor of the city, impelled by a desire to 
solve the mystery of Miss Ging’s assassina* 
tion. From what the Mayor said it is indi- 
cated that Hayward did not deviate in 
any degree from his original attitude, 
though subjected to the most determined 
questioning all day and half the night for 
nearly a week. Much was expected from the 
reading of telegrams passing between Miss 
Ging and Hayward, when the latter was in 
Chicago, but they did nothing more than es- 
tablish completely that a gambling alliance 
existed between these two persons, a fact al- 
ready proved by a contract in Miss Ging’s own 
band writing which formed part of the seizure 
by Eustis, as followe: 

This is to show that I have placed in the hands 
of Harry T. Hayward $875 to gamble with, win 
or lose, KATHERINE GING. 

The other documents were telegrams relat- 
ing to Hayward’s winnings or losses while in 
Ohicago, and had no bearing on the murder 
other than to show that Hayward was en- 
waged in these transactions with the young 
woman, ; 

In connection with these documents it is to 
be remembered that Hayward voluntarily 
mentioned them to the Mayor, voluntarily ex- 
hibited them, and protested only against their 
seizure. The defense will point out it is en- 
tirely likely the existence of such papers 
would have remained unknown to this day 
but for the frankness of the defendant in dis- 
closing everything he knew about the case. 

The testimony of Mr., Ferraut today rather 
goes to explain why Harry waked his brother 
Adry on the night of the murder and insisted 
on talking to him, After the fact had been 
established that the murdered woman was 
Miss Ging, Ferrant was so nervous that, find- 
ing himself unable to sleep, he had started 
out for a walk. Harry remarked that he, too, 
was unnerved and they walked together. On 
that occasion Harry hai shown Ferrant the 
Derringer pistol, with the remark that it was 
the only sort of a weapon to carry; 
that he had a good deal of money 
about him all the time and he had need of 
such a weapon. Hayward also has expressed 
to Ferrant his fear that owing to association 
with Miss Ging he would be connected with 
the crime. After they returned from their 
walk Ferrant went to bed, but Harry re- 
marked to him that he could oe to sleep 
—the murder had upset him. e said he 
would wake Adry up and make him talk. It 
is shown he did this very thing, but the State 
out of Adry's confession puts a different tace 
on the entire occurrence. 

The buggy in which the murder was com- 
mitted was in court. Erwin said he wanted 
to have experts examine it, not only as to 
the blood stains, which had been thoroughly 
cleaned,”’ but also as to tne falling of a body 
out of it, Court adjourned until Monday 
morning. 

The close of the week’s testimony in the 
Stete’s case against Harry Hayward fortifies 
the prosecution with a strong story told by 
Claus Blixt, the actual murderer oi 
Miss Ging, as its chief reliance 
for con viction. It is true that 
the testimony of other witnesses has been cor- 
roborative to a great extent of what Blixt has 
said, butit also istrue that this testimony 
coincides with Hayward’s statement to the 
Mayor before and atthetime of his arrest, 
and that for this reason it is valuable equally 
to the defense, The greatest difficulty ap- 
parently in the way of a good defense is found 
in an absence of any reasonable explanation 


for Blixt’sself-incriminatimg confession, other 


than that it is a true story of the way in which 
this murder was planned and carried out.

SCENES AT COUNTY AGENT'S OFFICE. 


“Tribune” Reporter Divides $10 Among 
Some Deserving Cases. 

A reporter for Tus Trrauns visited the 
County Agent’s office yesterday afternoon to 
distribute among the most deserving objects 
of charity he could find there $10 in money 
which had been sent to the newspaper by 
charitable people for that purpose. The large 
office was filled as usual with the shivering 
oe pe of the submerged tenth,”’ 

ne of the officers in charge said: 

There are, of course, a great many deserving 
poor in this crowd, but the Lord only knows 
which they are. 1 am sure you cannot tell by 
their clothes. There are people here in rags who 
have more money than you or I have. 

The place was filled with long lines of men 
and jong lines of women waiting their turn to 
get to the windows and capture a ticket or get 
un order filled. A few others stood uround 
idly or, sat on a bench up against the wall, as 
if ignorant what to do or tov dejected to do 
anything. The reporter was guided by the 
Countenances and addressed himself to one 


at No. 355 Hudson avenue. The father has 
been out of work fora year, and he and his 
family have been reduced to the verge of 
staryation. They have sold their furniture 
and spent the proceeds in food. Some of the 
family are now sleeping on the floor. A re- 
porter for Tun Tumor called at the house 
yesterday and left $5, which had been sent to 
the office for such purposes by charitable 

pie. It was more money than the family had 
seen in two months. 

At No. 10 Yeaton street, between Lincoln 
and Wood streets, lives a family of eight per- 
sons that appeals strongly to charitably dis- 
posed people. The Frechettes are French 
Canadians. The father of the family is an 
old man suffering from rheumatism of the 
heart. He is a carpenter, but has not bees 
able to work for several years. The oldest 
daughter, 22 years old, has been for six years 
a helpless cripple, and the oldest boy, 17 

ears old, is also unable to walk. Another 

y about 10 years old is also suffering from 
the same mafady, which appears to puzzle the 
physicians. There are three other children, 
all giris, the youngest 6 years old. The 
mother alone is abie to work and has been 
for years the one support of the family. For 
weeks she had been unable to secure any 
work. Mrs. Frechette was given -$5 sent to 
Tun Trreunz by churitable people as a tem- 
porary relief. She says the greatest charity 
she could receive would be work. which she 
prefers to money. She does housework, wasb- 
ing, and whatever she can.

OITY OOUNOIL ONLY HAS POWER. 


Judge Adams Decides the Livery Stable 
Regulation Ordinance Is Invalid. 
Judge Adams yesterday declared the forty- 
ninth section of the building ordinance of the 
city to be invalid. The section is one which 
regulates the location of livery stables in res- 
idence districts and the effect of the decision 


is to leave the city without any power, except 


by the direct act of the Council, to regulate 
the matter of livery stables. The case which 
Judge Adams decided was that of the city 
against Stratton, which has been pending for 
three years. The firm of Stratton & Busch- 
wah obtained a permit froin the Building De- 
partment for the erection of a two-story 
frame building at Nos. 211-218 Evanston 
avenue to be used as a carriage repository,”’ 
witha stable in the rear. After the building 
had been erected the firm opened a livery 
stable. The city began suit against the firm 
for alleged violation of thé building ordi- 
nance, which in Section 49 says in order to 
locate a livery stable in a block in which two- 
thirds of the buildings are private residences 
the consent in writmg of a majority of the 
prorerty-owners must be secured. The sec- 
tion of the ordinance requiring the consent 
of the perty-owners Judge Adams dis- 
cussed at length. The city charter, he said, 


gives the Council the power to control the 


matter of the erection of stables in residence

The trouble among the parishioners of St. 


| Hedwig’s Church has reached the City Hall. 


Yesterday afternoon Supt. Brennan was vis- 
ited by the Rev. Father Vincent Barzynski, 
Attorney Max A. Drezmal, and Constabie I. 


J. Komorowski, who sad they came to ask 


protection from the city. They said they ex- 
pected trouble at thé church today and ex- 
hibited to Supt. Brennan a note from Arch- 
bishop Feehan saying he had ordered the 
church closed. and directed that on account 
of the troubie in the congregation no religious 
services be held in the church for the present. 
Supt. Brennan went to Corporation Counsel 
Palmer for advice before taking any action. 
The Corporation Counsel had the record of 
the property looked up in the Recorder’s 
office and found that it is in the name of the 
Catholic Arehbishop of Chicago, and he de- 
cided that, since the law provides that one has 


‘a right to close his property and forbid the 


entrance of any person, the city authorities 
have a right, and it is their duty, to prevent 
the entrance of any unauthorized person or 
persons. Supt- Brennan assured the repre. 
sentatives of the congregation that he would 
have a force on hand sufficient to quell any 
disturbance and to prevent the entrance of any 
one to the church, Supt. Brennan also sent 
word to Inspector Schaack to have men at the 
church today, and to keep others in reserve 
at the station to be used in cage it becomes 
necessary.

Station is prepared for possible trouble today. 

he Archbishop’s action has had the effect of 
making both factions sullen: The friends of 
Father Kozlowski openly boasted yesterday 
that they would parade the streets this morning 
with a brass band.

Another event of the coming week, while 
not dealing directly with the birth and work 
of Lincoln, will yet treat of the stirring times 

in which the great liberator played so large a 

part. This is the lecture to be given at the 

Auditorium Friday evening by United States 

Senator John B. Gordon ot Georgia, on The 

Last Days of the Confederacy.“ The lecture 

will be given under the auspices of Columbia 

Post, Grand Army ot the public, and t 

roceeds will go into the post’s relief fund. 

Ko peison is so splendidly equipped to discuss 

the events of the last days of the rebellion as 

Gen. Gordon. He is one of the few men now 

living who played so conspicuous a part in the 

closing scenes of the great struggle. It was 
at the historic court house at Appomattox 
that Gordon asked Phil Sheridan whether 
hostilitien could not be suspended until pend- 
ing negotiations for peace between Grant and 

Lee had been completed. It was to Gordon 

that Sheridan said that he would entertain no 

terms of peace except that Lee surrender to 

Grant on the latter’s arrival, which was hour- 

ly expected. ~ 

That conversation conveyed the first rebel 
intimation that the army of Virginia consid- 
ere its cause lost. Lee doubtless had thought 
it—perhaps spoken of it to his officers; Long- 
street and Early may have thought and dis- 
cussed it among themselves, but certainly 
they had not communicated it to the enemy: 
Yor on that very morni Leo's army had at- 
tempted to break through Sheridan's lines, 
and it was to this act that Sheridan referred 
during his conversation with.Gen. Gordon. 
Gordon entered the rebel army in 1861 ss 
Captain of infantry. His bravery and 
achievements in scientific warfare gained for 
him rapid promotions, and at the close of the 
struggle he commandeda division of Lee’s 
army. When Georgia was restored to State- 
hood he was sent to the United States Senate 
and was reélected in 1879. In 1886 he 
was made Governor of his State, and 
was elected in 1888 to fill the same 
‘position again. After the close of his term 
was sent to the Senate for the third time. 
There he has proved his right to the title of 
being one of the most gifted orators of the 
country, a title, moreover, he earned by his 
eulogy over the remains of his dead chief- 
tain, Gen. Lee. Asa lecturer he is said tu be 
broad in patriotism, brilliapt in description, 
and profound and fair in estimates of the 
men who figured on the two sides of the great 
controversy of arms. His appearance in Chi- 
cago will no doubt elicit a cordial receptien.

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MRS. E. D. TAYLOR'S REMINISCE NCES. 


Began at Salem in 1832 Whea Lincoln 
Was Hi Abe,” the Wrestler. 
Menpora, III., Feb. 7.—[Editor of The 
Sunday Tribune.]—When I first saw Mr. 
Lincoln, or Big Abe as he was then fa- 
miliarly called, it was in che little Town of 
Salem, two miles from Petersburg, a town of 
about equal importance, where my late hus- 
band, Col. E. D. Taylor, and I resided at that 
time. His figure, from its angularity and 


great height, was of itself attractive, though | 


his clothing gave evidence of innumerabie 
patchings without regard to matching the 
original tmaterid! of which it was composed. 
Yet there was a stamp of manhood about him 
that inspired the desire of knowing who he 
was end of asking who is that? 

In those days--about 1832—with our ex- 
tensive surroundings and limited acquaint- 
ance everybody wanted to know who every- 
body else was and what their business was, 
and of course I did not want to prove an ex- 
ception. 8o my query on this occasion 
brought forth this reply: That is young 
Lincoln, the fellow who was set upon the 
other day by Link Morison for saving little 
Johnson from a sound thrashing just because 
he was too small to resist, but Lincoln 
thrashed the big bully till he caved and ran. 
For a living he does any kind of work he é¢an 
get, from rail-splitting to carrying a survey- 
or’s chain, and when he has nothing better to 
do he just reads law.“ (By the way, I after- 
wards found that it was my husband who 
first persuaded Lincoln to study law.) 

In those days the surroundings of Salem 
and Petersburg were principally settlea by a 
class who regarded physical prowess of far 
greater importance than mental culture or 
educational accomplishments, and young 
Lincoln, having worsted the bully of local 
celebrity on the occasion ailuded to, was the 
chief one whose ambition it was considerei 
the most desirable to check, Wrestiing was 
much in vogue and the contests for strength 
and skill were numerous, and not infrequent- 
ly degenerated into a fistic encounter, and as 
I used afterwards to hear when those subjects 
for want of better were talked about Big 
Abe seldom came out second best in the en- 
counters, thereby obtaining much local 
notoriety and an equal amount of respect. 

I think, if my memory serves me right, it 
was in 1834 that Mr. Lincoln and my hus- 
band were elected to the Legisiature, and we 
removed from Petersburg to Springfield. 
Lincoln foliowed usa year or so later, and 
though differing in politics Mr. Lincoln and 
my husband were very close personul friends. 

In Springfield we used to have many social 
gatherings, and there we made the acquaint- 
ance of Miss Todd, and she and I became 
great friends. She was a young lady of very 
attractive manners,though considered haughty 
by some, especially on first acquaintance. 
She was vivacious and accomplished, even to 
the extent of a fluency in French which was 
regarded as the ne pius ultra of an education 
in those days, and few parties were consid- 
ered au fait at which Miss Todd wus not pres- 
ent. She was very smaliin comparison with 
Mr. Lincoln, who used often to remark after 
they were married: Here ia the long and the 
short of us.“ 

I remember much more of Mr. Lincoln by 
hearing my husband talk of him than from 
any personal recollections of my own. A 
few years ago an English gentleman 
asked my husband why so- 
briquet of rail-splitter was applied 
to Lincoln, and how was it that ne first came 
into prominence, To the first question my 
husband repiied that Lincoln was born of 
poor parents in the backwoods of Indiana 
and that during his youth he had but very lit- 
tle schooling and was employed iu the sever- 
est agricultural labor. When he removed to 
Illinois he with another man performed the 
feat of splitting 3,000 rails ina single day, 
which gave him the popular sobriquet, and 
that it was not till 1844, when he stumped 


the State for Mr. Clay, the then Presidential 


candidate, that he became politically popular; 
for while Cluy was defeated Lincoln’s canvass 
secured his election to Congress two years 
later, when he voted against the extension of 
slavery, and when the new Republican 
party was formed in 1854 he was recognized 
as its leader. 

It was in Salem that Mr. Lincoln laid the 
nucleus of his education and he was assisted 
in it gratuitously by a gentleman of the name 
of Green. After his election tothe Presidency 
Mr. Green called on him in Washington and 
the President was very glad to see him. After 
some conversation anda stroll through the 
White House they went into Mr. Chase's pri- 
gate office. The President said. Mr. 
Chase, let me introduce you to my friend 
Greefi from Illinois.”’ 

Mr. Chase merely bowed, and the Presi- 
dent, noticing it, seid with a degree of 
warmth: Mr. Chase, I want you to get up 
and shake hands with Mr. Green; he was my: 

rammar-master and my friend, and I never 
orget my friends.“ 
r. Chase obeyed, and was affable for the 
remainder of the visit. Notwithstanding their 
litical differences Mr. Lincoln and my hus- 
and always remained warm trieuds, as may 
be seen from the following letter, which ex- 
plains itself: 

Col. E. D. Taylor, Chicago—My Dear Col. Dick: 
I have long determined to make public the ori- 
gin of the greenback and tell the world that it 
is one of Dick Tayior’s creations, Lou had 
always been friendly to mo, and when 
troublous times fell on us and my shoulders, 
though broad and willing. were weak and my- 
self surrounded by circumstances and such peo- 
ple that I knew not whom to trust, then I said in 
my extremity: I will send for Col. Taylor; he 
will know what to do.“ I think it was in Jan- 
uary, 1862, on or about the 16th, that I did so. 
You" came said : “What can 
we do?’ Said you: 


army expenses and declare it legal tender.”’ 
Chase thought it a hazardous thing, but we final- 
ly accomplished it and gave to the people of this 
republic the greatest blessing they ever had— 
their own paper to pay theirown debts It is due 
to you, the father of the present greenback, that 
the people should know it, and I take great 
leasure in making it known. How many times 
Save 1 laughed at you telling me plainly that 1 
was too lazy to be anythi ut a lawyer. Yours 
truly, A. LINCOLN, President. 

When I last saw Mr. Lincoln it was at an 
ovation tendered him in Chicago. The re- 
ception was held in the Tremont House, 
and when my husband I 
went to pa our respects he and 
Mrs. Lincoln were together and he recogniz- 
ing us exclaimed: “Well, my dear old 
friends, Col. and Mrs. Taylor, I am glad to 
see you both here”; and pladimg his hand on 
Mrs. Lincoln’s shoulder said, laughingly: 
„Here is the long and short of us; and then 
I knew for sure it was they. 

Mr. Lincoln was always a genial and 
whole-souled man, Affable and kind to all. 
no matter in what station of life. and as he 
never forgot his friends he should never be 
forgotten by them. His memory should be 
revered while a vestige of patriotism remains 
in an American heart, He was a man among 
men, and our glorious Unien will be fortu- 
nate if we look upon his like again. There 
is no monument that hands could erect too 
worthy of the remains of the noble Lincoln.

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HE AND PRESIDENT LINOOLN PUT 
DOWN THE REBELLION TOGETHER, 


The Colonel Says He Has a Letter from 
Mr. Lincoln Giving Him Credit for Hav- 
ing Done More to That End than “Any 
General or Army in the Service -H. 
Isn’t Very Proud of It Either—Running 
the Cotton Out of the South and Ruin- 

ing Confederate Currency. 

NE of the few peopie still living in Chi- 
cago who! were intimately acquainted 
with Lincoln before he became great 
is Col. Amos C. Babcock, for 

many years Chairman of the IIII- 
nois State Republican committee, and for 
the last five years a guest and well-known 
habitué of the Grand Pacific Hotel. Col. 
Babcock is hard to get started on the subject 
of Abraham Lincoln, but when he has once 
been waked up he is a free and racy talker on 
this subject. In a recent conversation with a 
reporter for Taz Sunpay Trrbunz he began 
with the following somewhat astounding re- 
mark: 

I have in my possession a letter written to 
me by President Lincoln giving me credit for 
having done more to put down the rebellion 
than any General or army in the service.“ 

When importuned to furnish this letter for 
fac-simile publication in Taz Trirzunsz, and to 

tell the story of how it came to be written, Col. 

Babcock refused fora while to do either on 

the score that he hated the notoriety it would 

give him. But while nothing would induce 
him to lend the letter he was, after a good 
deal of effort, induced to tell the story: 

„One day in the third year of the war I got 
a telegram from the President asking me to 
come to Washington at once. I went as fast 
as I could, and when I got alone with him he 
sa id to me, ‘Ame — that was short for Amos— 
‘Ame, what shall Ido? Ihave been fighting 
this rebellion for three years, and I am com- 
pletely discouraged. I feel asif I wanted to 
talk with you about it, What shall I do?’ 
There's nothing difficult about it,’ says I. ‘I 
could put down the rébellion in no time if I 
were in your place.’ ‘Why, what do you 
mean?’ said Lincoln, ‘I mean,’ I replied, 
‘that I could put down the rebellion in six 
months without any trouble at all if I were 
President.“ Why, Ame,’ he said, how would 
you do it?’ 

“Ame’s” Pian to Suppress Rebellion. 


„ then went on to explain to Mr. Lincoln 
my plan for putting down the rebellion, to 
which he hstened with the deepest and most 
anxious attention. The plan was a simple 
one enough, but it had not before been thought 
of. Mr. President,’ I said, ‘all that is 
needed to put down the rebellion is to make 
$1 in greenbacks worth $100 in Confederate 
money; and the way to do that is to run out 
of the South all of the cotton, which is the 
basis of the Southern credit. That appears to 
mea plain proposition and I will follow it up 
by offering myself to run the cotton out and 
to put down therebellion. All lask is that 
you will give me an order on Gen. Grant to 
place the army and navy at my disposal for 
this purpose.’ The President revolved the 
> matter in his mind a moment and then said, 
‘I will do it.’ 

“President Lincoln then wrote and deliv- 
ered to me a letter addressed to Gen, Grant 
at Vicksbutg requiring him not only to use 
his authority, but to put at my disposal if 
necessary every man and every vessel under 
his command for the purpose of getting the 
cotton all out of the South. Armed with this 
document I went with all speed to Vicksburg 
ana presented it to Gen. Grant. Thea there 
was a scene. Grant did not approve ot the 
scheme at all, and thought it a highly im- 
proper thing todo, He broke out into a pro- 
fuse perspiration, as if he were in a perfect 
mental agony. The order which he was to 
give me could have been written in a niinute, 
and it took him thirty minutes to prepare it. 
As soon as I got it I reached for Lincoln’s 
letter too, and, on the ground that it was con- 
fidential and improper to be found in the 
military records, was allowed to pocket it; 
and I have it yet. 

Now, as 1 do not consider this affair at 
all creditable to either me or Mr. Lincoln, I 
do not care to relate the particulars of the 
work I performed. Suffice it to say, with the 
army and navy at my back, I ran ail the cot- 
ton out of the South inside of five months. 
The result was that $1 in greenbacks came to 
be worth $250 in Confederate scrip, the 
financial credit of the Confederacy was broken, 
and the rebellion collapsed. A month before 
he was assassinated President Lincoln wrote 
mea letter giving me full credit for having 

ut down the rebellion, and I have that letter 
n my possession today. But I cannot allow 
these documents to be published.“ 


Karly Recollections. 


Having disposed of this remarkable narra- 
tive Col. Babcock spoke with less reserve of 
the early life and personal traits of Lincoln. 
In 1854.“ he said, I lived at Canton, Ful- 
ton County, III., and it was in that year I first 
saw Abraham Lincoln, He was making a 
motion in the United States District Court, in 
session in Springfield, Judge Drummond be- 
ing on the bench. Lincoln had a client who 
had been through bankruptcy, and who had 
subsequentiy paid off, with interest, all the 
debts from which he had been discharged. 
Lincoln moved the court that his client be 
permitted to file in that court, with the papers 
in the bankruptey- proceeding, the 
vouchers showmg that he had  hon- 
estly paid his debts, with interest. 
The court overruled bie motion, and my 
sympathies were warmly enlisted for Lincoln 
and his client. I was very much struck then 
and afterward with the glouchy clothes and 
awkward manners of Lincoln, but not any 
mere than with those of Stephen T. Loga 
and the other great lights of the Illinois bar. 
I had just come from the East, where reputa- 
ble lawyers wore decent clothing, andI was 
disgusted with the poor and ill-fitting gar- 
ments of these men. Lincoln's trousers were 
even too short for him, and he was the home. 
liest man I ever saw in nv! life. I believe he 
never wore a beard until he went to Washing- 
ton as President. The people there persuaded 
him to turn out his beard to hide his hollow 
cheeks. But I found that these uncouth West- 
ern fellows were just as able lawyers as their 
sleeker brethren of New England. 

One day I was in a country hotel and saw 
Lincoln and another politician standing up 
before a map of Illinois. They were canvass- 
ing Lincaln’s chances for being elected United 
States Senator, and I heard other fellow 
say: Here is Fulton County; it is solidly 
Democratic, and of course you must ex- 
pect no votes there.” I walked up behind 
them unseen, and said: ‘You are wrong. Put 
Lincoln down for one vote from Fulton.’ 
They turned around, pleased and surprised, for 
they had never seen me before. One of them 
said:“ Are you a member of the Legislature?’ 
I said ‘ No,’ and walked off. I knew perfectly 
well that I would be elected to the Lower 
House at the coming election. 

That Legislature was the first anti-Dem- 
ocratic Legislature that ever sat in Illinois, 
the anti- Democrats being divided up into 
Whigs, Anti-Nebraska Whigs, Ant Nebraska 
Democrats, Maine Law men, Abolitionists 
and Know-Nothings. I was a Whig, When 1 
went to 1 * and entered a hotel the 
first man I met after tak off my overcoat 
was Lincoln. He was on watch for new 
arrivals, to speak a good word for himself 
and he soon spotted me. When I told him 
was one of his supporters he said: Tou are 
in the wrong pew. Our people are holding a 
caucus over at the other hotel, Put on your 
coat and go over there with me.’ I did 80 
and on the way over he said: Tou are en. 
titled to the postoffice or to be Sergeant-at. 
Arms.’ I was a tetiderfoot at that time, and 
I said: 1 do not want any office.’ 
‘Of course not,’ he said, ‘I meant 
that you were entitled to give ohe of those 
offices to one of your friends,’ ‘I have not 
got any friends,’ I said. ‘How did you get 
elected then?’ he asked. The result was I got 
the place of postmaster of the Legislature’ for 
an acquaintance just for the fun of it. 

“To elect Lincoln to thé Senate it was 
necessary that on the joint ballot every anti- 
Democrat in the ture s vote for 
him. and there were five or six men who fe.

He knew that every- 
thing depended on his having the support of 
the religious ple, and accordingly he 
adopted their p 8 to flatter them. and 
to attach them to him; but he was for all that 
an utter disbeliever in the Christian religion. 


Lincoln as a Lawyer. 


‘‘Lincoln was a remarkably honest man in 
many ways, and yet he was not above employ- 
ing a disingenuous artifice in the practice of 
law, and 1 will give you anexample, Lincoln 
was a peripatetic practitioner. He followed 
the Judges all around their circuits, and at 
every county seat there was some small 
lawyer with whom he had an arrangement to 
get him business. This accounts for the 
large number of lawyers who claim to have 
been in partnership with him. Wall, at one 
of these county seats he always put up at a 
hotel kept by a poor widow, is widow 
had an only child who was, when Lincoln first 
went there, a small child, and Lincoln be- 
came greatly atta to him. But years 
passed by and the boy grew up, becamea 
tough, and eventually committed murder. 
The poor mother made a tearful appeal to 
Lineoln, and he cheerfully agreed to defend 
her son without charge. e succeeded in 
getting the case continued for several yeara, 
but at last the trial came on and the outlook 
was bad for the boy. 

** The boy had taken the sw etree of a 
wagon and struck a man on the head with it, 
and killed him. But the witnesses who testi- 
fied to the blow said they had seen it given in 
the night, at a distance of half a block, as the 
moon was shining brightly at the time. Lin- 
coln's defense, which, of course, he did not 
disclose until the proper time, was that there 
was no moon that night, that therefore 
‘they saw nothing. The real truth was just as 
the witnesses stated it, and Lincoln knew it was 
so. But he found an almanac of a different 
year, when there was no moon that night, 
and altered the date of it to the year in 
which the murder waa committed. In order 
to divert suspicion he gave it to the clerk of 
the court, and told him he would call for it 
during the trial. As soon as the evidence for 
the prosecution was ali in he innocently asked 
the clerk if he had an almanac of year. 
The clerk said he thought he had, and handed 
out the forged almanac. Lincoln took it and 
pored over it some time, and at last pointed 
out to the Judge and jury that on the night of 
the murder there was no moon. The prose- 
cutor and the witnesses looked very sheepish, 
and the jury immediately brought in a verdict 
of not guilty. The alteration of the year 
printed on the almanac was a clumsy piece of 
work, too. This incident is well known to 
many persons, and the almanac itself has 
been preserved ever since, and I could tell 
you ofa man in Springfield today who can 
put his hand on it at any moment.

Wasuinoton, D. C., Feb. 9,—[Special. ]—An- 
swering Tus Trrpuye’s request for an estimate 
of the character of Abraham Lincoln Congress- 
man Daizell of Pennsylvania said: Mr. Lincoln’s 
place in history is necessarily uniqus, because 
the place he was called to fill was unique, but he 
filled it as if providence had chosen him for the 
place. as providence undoubtedly did. His place 
with the American people is not only nor merely 
first amongst their heroes, but in their hearts; 
not alone as the second savior of his country, but 
as the first of all meu in the ranks of plain 
people, whom he so much loved.

HISTORY OF THE NATION IN SONG. 
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A Noble Missionary. : 
TA TTT rr rr 


URING the last year or so, and but 
very lately in the Forum, it has been 
discussed as to how missionaries 
should live in India, some maintain- 
ing that celitacy and poverty at- 

tracted the Hindoo mind; others arguing that 
nodikeness to their own holy men or native 
customs should be permitted; but that the 
kindly family life of a good man, aided by 
his wife, and even by the influence of the love 
he ‘shows to his little children, exer- 
cises a better and more powerful in- 
fluence—that the wife can help and 
reach the women as no man can do, and 
that the good is increased by the presence of 
the wife and children. Doubtless there is 
much to be said on both sides of the question. 
During a visit to Bombay some years since 
the foilowing short account of the life of a 
very holy man, who lived and worked with 
great success among the Hindoos so long ago 
as 1606, was related to me. Even prior to 
this date a Christian church was built at Ma- 
dura, the very center and capital of heathen- 
ism in Southern India, for the use of a caste 
of fisherman converted by St. Francis Xavier, 
and called Pura vas. This church was built 


at the request of the Portuguese and a priest 


put in charge. But the Portuguese were re- 
garded with detestation by the Hindoos, and 
Father Fernandez, the priest in charge, never 
made a single convert. 


In December of 1606 there arrived in the 
City of Madura Robert de Nobilibus, a man 
of great personal attraction and master mind. 
Inguiring into the cause of the deadiock in 
Christianity and utter lack of conversions in 
thie large and busy city of Madura, he at once 
comprehended how the matter was, and fired 
by a noble zeal for Christianity, and emulous 
of the heroiem of St. Paul, he resolved to ded- 
icate his life to one object, and iu order to 
save the Hindeos he resolved himself to be- 
come a Hindoo. Actordingly, with the con- 
sent of his superior, he let it be known 
throughout the city that he wasa Roman 
Baja, or Prince of Rome, and a Sanniyasi’ 
—religious devotee—and from that day he 
lived the lite of a Sanniyasi of the best 
kind. Orly one meal a day, and that consist- 
ing only of a little rice,a little milk, and 
some bitter vegetables, comprised his whole 
diet, his dress consisting of a robe of yellow 
musiin, a turban of the same, a veil, and a 
pair of open clogs, As the Brahmirs 
wear twisted thread always round 
the neck, Robert de Nobilibas wore 
a cross suspended from his neck by five 
threads, three of which were of gold, symbol- 
izing the Trinity, and two of siiver, symbol- 
izing the body and soul of our Lord. his he 
did to signify his caste and religion. At the 
same time he withdrew himself from all in- 
tercourse and companionship, with his fellows, 
renouncing truly the pomps and vanities of 
this wicked world. Aliso he refused any asso- 
ciation with Father Fernandez, knowing that 
it he were thought to be one of the abhorred 
Portuguese all his influence would be lost, 
and his record of converts, as had been that 
of Father Fernandez, would be nil. He thea 
chose a suitable piece of ground in the Brah- 
min’s quarters, on which he commenced to 
build a church and presbytery, and in the 
strictest seclusion of the latter he lived, at- 
tended only by Brahmin servants, eating the 
Brahmin diet, wearing the Brahmin dress, 
and with the greatest preciseness observing all 
the Brahmin customs, 
foreign ascetic spread in the city and neigh- 
borhood, 


This Raja, this high caste Sanniyasi, ap- 
pealed to the sentiments and feelings of the 
exclusive Brahmins, curiosity was aroused, 
and inquiry followed. Hindoos of the best 
classes and castes thronged his gates and ex- 
pressed a desire to see Gurn. as he was now 
called, Gurn meaning a hoiy priest. 

At first the servants refused admission, 
stating that their master was continually .oc- 
cupied in meditations upon God and could 
not be disturbed. 


Tommala Nack, invited Robert de No- 
bilibus to visit him at the palace, Robert de- 
clined, excusing himself on the ground that it 
was not meet for a reciuse to pay visits. He

Next he invited a heathen Gurn to an argu- 
ment, and for twenty days he d re- 
ligion with him for four or five hours every 
day, and so cleverly and convincingly did he 
speak that at the end of the twenty days the 
heathen confessed himself converted. After 
thisa favored few were allowed entrance. 
Those conversant with scenes in India can 
picture the scene. The tall, fair-skinned 

riest in his strange Oriental garb, cross- 
egged on an ottoman covered with a scariet 
cloth, before whom is laid a handsome rug, 
and to him entering a few chosen Brahmins, 
with their thin, intellectual faces, the flow 
white robes open to show the sacred threa 
that distinguishes them from their fellows— 
and the discussions that would follow. 


Robert de Nobilibus spoke Tamil with 
amazing purity of accent, and ali his hear- 
ers were amazed and delighted with the af- 
fability and charm of his manner, but it was 
required of all at entrance that they should 
raise their arms high above their heads and 
then lower them to the ground in a formai 
bow. Within a surprisingiy short time his 
emery was firmly estabiished, and then 

bert began totry to convert. His Oriental 
knowledge and versatility of intellect were 
remarkable, conversion followed conversion 
—Brahmins, priests, Rajas, courtiers, pro- 
fessors, men of the best castes and most re- 
spectable professions flocked to him and 
humbly implored the great Roman Gurn to 
show them the way to salvation. 

The progress of Christianity was rapid and 
decided, and there appeared everywhere 
reason to hope that within a few years heath- 
enism would tall into decay.

LMOST any pilot will tell you that 
his work is much more difficult than 
you imagine; but the pilots of the 
Hugli know that they have one hun- 
dred miles of the most dangerous 

river on earth running through their hands— 
tne Hugii between Calcutta and the Bay of 
Bengal—and say nothing. Their service is 
picked and sifted as carefully as the bench of 
the supreme court, for a judge can only hang 
the wrorg man, but a careless pilot can lose a 
four-thousand ton ship with crew and cargo 
in less time than it takes to reverse the en- 
gines. 

There is very little chance of getting off 
again when once you touch in the furious 
current of this river loaded with ali the fat 
gilt of the fields of Bengal, where soundings 
change two feet between tides and new chan- 
nels make or efface themselves in a season. 
Men have fought the Hugli for 200 years, till 
now the river owns a huge building with 
drawing, survey, and telegraph departments 
devoted to its exclusive service, as well as a 
body of wardens who are called the Port 
Commissioners. 

They and their officers govern absolutely 
from the Hugli bridge to the last buoy at 
Pilot’s Ridge, 140 miles away, and out in the 
Bay of Bengal, where the steamers first pick 
up the pilots from the brig. 

A Huagli pilot does not bring papers aboard 
or scramble up rope iadders. He arrives in 
his best clothes with a native servant or as- 
sistant to wait on him, and he behaves as a 
man should who can earn $10,000 a year 
after twenty years’ apprenticeship. He has 
beautiful rooms in the port office at Calcutta 
and generally keeps himself to the society of 
his own profession, for though the telegraph 
reports the more important soundings of the 
river daily there is much to be learned be- 
tween trip and trip. 

Some millions of tons of shipping must 
find their way to and from Calcutta each 
twelvemonth and unless the Hugli were 
watched as closely as men watch the Atlantic 
cables there is a fear that it might silt up as 
ithas silted up round the old Dutch and 
1 ports twenty and thirty miles be- 

ind Calcutta. So the port office sounds and 
scours and dredges and builds spurs and 
devices for coaxing currents and labels all the 
buoys with their proper letters and attends to 
the semaphores and the lights and the drum, 
ball, and cone storm signals, and the pilots of 
the Hugli do the rest, but in spite of all the 
care the Hugliswallowsaship or two every 

. 

ao Martin Trevor had followed this life 
from his boyhood; when he had risen to be a 
senior pilot entitied to bring up to Calcutta 
the big ships 8 over twenty-four feet 
that can (or could tilla few years ago) only 
pase by special arrangement; when he had 
talked nothing but Hugli and pilotage all his 
life, he was exceedingly indignant that his 
only sop should decide upon following his 
father’s profession. Mrs, Trevor had died 
when the boy was a child, and as he grew old- 
er Trevor, in the intervals of his business, 
noticed that the lad was very often by 
the river side—no nice place for a boy. Once 
when he asked him if he could make anything 
out of the shipping, little Trevor replied by 
reeling off the list of all the house flags in 
sight at the moorings. 

** You’il come to a bad end, Jim,“ said Tre- 
vor. Little boys haven't any business to 
know house flags. 

„O, Pedro at the Sailors’ Home taught me. 
He says you can’t begin too early.” 

At what, please? 

“Piloting. I’m nearly 14 now and—and I 
know where all the shipping in the river is, 
and I know what there was yesterday over the 
Mayapur bar, and I’ve been down to Diamond 
harbor—O, a hundred times—and I’ve——”’ 

„ You'll go to school, son, and learn what 


they Il teac Jou. and you'll turn out better 


than a pilot,“ said his father, but he might 
just as well have told a shovel-nosed porpoise 
of the river to come ashore and begin life as 
a hen. Jim held his tongue—he noticed that 
all the best pilots in the port office did that— 
and devoted hid young attention and all his 
spare time and money to the river he loved. 
Trevor's son became as well known as the 
Bankshall itself, and the port police let him 
inspect their launches, and the tug boat Cap- 
tains had always a place for him at table. and 
the mates of the big steam dredgers used to 
show him how the machinery worked, 
there were certain native rowboats that Jim 
practically owned; and he extended his pat- 
ronage to the rail that runs to Diamond har. 
bor, forty miles down the river. 
days nearly all the East India company’s 
ships used todischarge at Diamond Harbor on 
account of the shoals above, but now ships go 
straight up to Calcutta, and they have only 
some moorings for vessels in distress there, 
and a telegra service and a harbor master, 
who was Jim’s intimate friend.

VICTORIAN WRITERS. 
Criticised by George Saintsbu 


' VERY companionable book (but be 
sure to read it with your library 
handy) is George Saintsbury’s “* Cor- 
rected Impressions ”—a series of 

brief essays on Victorian writers. Mr. 
Saintabury has pursued literature both as a 
reader and writer for thirty years; and in this 


book he gives a foreshortened review of the 


impressions and the corrections of those im- 
pressions which the great Vic- 
torian authors have produced in him 
during more than a quarter of a century. 
Asa critic he is frank and he is brave—two 
qualities which are inestimable; and one gets 
from him in a few minutes what it would re- 
quire years to extract from a cultivated friend. 
In reading these essays one reaches for many 
a book on the shelf to verify or to test Mr. 
Saintsbury’s assertions. 


Thackeray is given the place of honor at the 


beginning, and following him ® papers 
on Tennyson, Carlyle, Swinburne, "Macaulay, 
Brownmg, Dickens, Matthew Arnold, Mr. 
Ruskin, and several minor names. The ex- 
tracts appended aré desuitory but character- 
istic. This paragraph is from the chapter on 
Tennyson: 

The word “ great” is most irritatingly misused 
about poets, and we have quite — found 
some persons Lge — Tennyson is as great 
as Shakspeare,” and other people going into fits 
of wrath, or smiling surprise with calm disdain 
at the saying. If what the former meant to say 
is that Tennyson has a 
supreme and peculiar poetic charm, then I am 
with the latter.

Yet the capital had a remarkable wealth of 
police organizations; and from last accounts 
I noticed that most of the depattments of this 
importapt branch of administration have re- 
ceived, under republican rule, a considerable 
inerease, entail an expense double that un- 
der the empire, fe had then: 

Nupoleon’s Police, 

The Prefectuté of Poli¢ée—nominaliy for 
Paris and adjoini suburbs, but in fact a 
kind of police ministry replete with all man- 
ner of inquisitive devices. 

The Administration, or Diréction de la 
Surete Genhérale—Getieral Public Safety— 
another kind of police ministry, powerfully 
armed for évil: one of the worst features of

The Emperor's Disreputable Entourage. 


It is not the writer’s purpose to discuss 
thuse lamentable defects of the French insti- 
tutions, but only to mention them in order to 
show that, with such a formidabie arsenal of 
repressive laws, never repealed, but constant. 
ly inereased by the successive parties which 
ruled over the country, and standing as a real 
premium offered to violence, we are only 
surprised that ao more excesses were in- 
dulged in by the unscrupulous followers 
who are always to be found in the wake of a 
party. 

It is a fact; and I am perforte obliged to 
acknowledge it, that the political entourage 
of the Emperor was a bad one; Morny, 
Persigny, and others disgraced his régime, 
and that during his reign great injustices were 
done without his consent or knowledge, 
thanks only to this old miserable judiciary 
machine and to the inherent propensity of 
the French official to make his influence and 

wer heavily and harshly felt around him, 

rue, once in a while the cry of agony of a 
victim was heard, inquest made, and seme- 
body promptly punished; but as the prime 
cause of the trouble was not removed the 
orime was repeated incessantly, and it ie that 
which discredited the Second Empire. 

To what extent it is done now do not 
know; but the birth of the Third Republie 
was attended by the worst excesses which 
ever disgraced the history of a nation and 
during the gloomy days which followed the 
downtall of the Commune libverty and hfe 
were in Paris at the tender mercy of the huni- 
blest servants of the Third Republic. The 
present generation will not easily forget the 
horrors of those days the second siege of 
Paris by the broken legions of an army which 
had not been able to conquer the enemy, but 
whieh was sedulously kept ata high pitch of 
enthusiasm to enable the government of the 
day te crush ia a torrent of blood the misera- 
ble wretches deluded by the leaders of the 
Commune, who were certainly the greatest 
criminals of the age. 

After siaughtering—inside of three days 
35.000 men, women, and children, the pres. 
ent government of France, under the leader- 
ship of the little bourgeois, M. Thiere, main- 
tained for years and kept in full activity a 
champ d’execution (execution grounds) at the 
camp of Satory and peopled the deadly wilde 
of New Guinea and New Caledonia with 
countiess unfortunates, the rank and file of 
the Commune, who had committed no other 
crime than to don the uniform of the Com- 
mune during the starving days of the siege of 
Paris to secure the 80 sous per day offered to 
ite followers by this strange government.

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“HOME RULE IN TAXATION.” D 

A local Democratic paper says that there 
can be uo lasting improvement in our tax 
system until the organic law of the State is 
so revised that home rule in taxation shall be 
®ratited to municipalities and counties. This 
is a high-sounding equivalent for extravagant 
and excessive taxation and unlimited indebt- 
édness. Under the Constitution of 1848 
counties and townships had a less limited 
amount of “home rule ia taxation” than 
they have now. The result was that great 
numbers of them plunged headloag into 
debt, and are paying interest now on money 
borrowed nearly a third of a century ago. 
Very often, as in the case of the railroad aid 
bonds they voted, they got nothing whatever 
in return for their money. 

Chicago had a “home rule” assessment 
bureau of her own which gave her great free- 
dom as regarded taxation. The eity author- 
ities were noways backward in assessing high 
and taximg high. By 1870 the home rule 
system had become intolerable. The Council 


could not issue bonds, but wkénever it wanted 


to sell some so ds to have a large sum of 
money to squauder it applied to the Legisla- 
ture for authority to issue them aud permis- 
sion was always granted. On the eve of the 
adoption of the new Constitution an obliging 
Legislature authorised the Aldermen to add 
several millions te the mortgage debt of tne 
city. Ofcourse they availed themselves of 
the opportunity. 

The indebtednese remains, but the im- 
provements”? paid for with the money ob- 
tained from the sale of the bonds have disap- 
peared in tome instances and have had to be 
replaced by others paid for by direct taza- 
tion. In some cases the improvements 
were hopelessly inadequate and have had to 
be remodeled at great cost. 

The distinguishing feature of the Constitu- 
tion of 1848 was the limitation of the power 
of the Legislature to plunge the State into lin- 
debtedness. It had been discovered that a 
General Assembly was not to be trusted with 
unlimited power to incur indebtedness. But- 
it never oceurged to the framers of that Con- 
stitution that municipalities might be extrav- 
agant. That they could be became painfully 
apparent during the succeeding * twenty 
years, and one of the causes which led to 
the adoption of the present Constitution was 
the wish to protect municipalities and coun- 
ties against themselves—to make it impossi- 
ble for the voters to be cheated very badly 
by the combined forces of tateaters, bood- 
lers, and contractors that were always telling 
them the only way to prosper was to 
borrow heavily and spend wastefully. 

Had it not been for that most valuable feat- 
ure of the Constitution of 1870, which limits 
the power to borrow, and in case of coun- 
ties the power to tax, this city and county would 
be loaded down now with indebtedness, the 
payment of the interest on which would be 
an intolerable burden in hard times like 
these, But while these limitations have been 
a blessing for the taxpayers they have been 
hated always by the taxeaters, who have tried 
again and again, but thus far without success, 
to do away with then so they can get at the 
pocketbooks of the municipalities. 

An attempt is making now to cover disrep- 
uta ble designs with a cloak of fine words. A 
plea is made for “home rule in taxation ia 
the hope that the voters may be induced to 
clamor for emancipation from all constitu- 
tional restrictions, and to demand the right to 
bankrupt their communities if they see fit. 
The game will not work. The taxpayers can- 
not be fooled that way. They do not want a 
“home rule” which they know would bs 
blanket mortgage, boodle, and confiscatory 
tax rule. 


THE WAY TO EXAMINE JURORS. 

An attempt is being made to get a jury in a 
murder case now being tried in the Cook 
County Criminal Court, It is a slow job be. 
cause of the searching examinations of jurors 
by the counsel for the defendants. Here are 
the thoughtful questions put to one of the 
jurors: Do you read the newspapers; can 
you read; do you know the English language; 
do you know what lam saying to you now: 
what am I saying?’ At this point the Judge 
interfered and said the questions were becom. 
ing frivolous. The juror thanked the Judge 
and said he kiew perfectly well what was ex- 
pected of him. The Judge said he thought 
the man would be a good juror. The State’s- 
Attorney agreed with him. But one of the 
lawyers for the defendants objected. He did 
not wanta man who said he knew what was 
expected of him as a juror. 

One of the defendants has been a frequent- 
er of saloons. He found most df his asso- 
ciliates there. and it Is possible that most of the 
witnesses to his good character will be saloon- 
keepers, His lawyer is very anxious to learn 
whether jurymen have a prejudice against his 
client because he spent so much of his time 
in the saloons. Therefore each candidate for 
a place in the jury-box is interrogated ag to 
his opinion of galognkeepers and whether he 
will give the same weight to the testimony of 
a saloonkeeper that he will to that of other 
witnesses not in the same business — dry 
goods merchants, clergymen, and lawyers, 
for instance. If a man saya timidly that he 
dees not think a saloonkeeperjis as good as 
anybody else and probably a little better he 
is challenged for cause. 

This kind of exam nation is capable of in- 
finite extension. One of the defendants was 
a sort of assistant janitor, The jurors should 
have been asked whether they lived then, or 
at any time had lived, in a flat building which 
had a janitor; M so, whether they had ever

janitors, which would make it impossible for 
them to give a man who was in that business 

a fair trial; and whether they would give the 
same Weight to the testimony of a janitor 
that they would to that of a tenant. If they 
admitted that their relations with janitors 
had not been of a harmonious nature, thea 
they could be chalienged for cause. 

The beauty of questions of this kind is that 
if the Judge stops these on the 
ground that they are frivolous the lawyer de- 
lightedly takes an exception.

OUR MIDWINTER STORM. 

The storm of last week was a midwinter 
phenomenon, setting in but a few hours after 
the midway point of time between the winter 
solstice and the spring equinox, and closely 
following the date when the groundhog is 
supposed to come out from his hole to look 
for his own shadow. If that anima! were 
really able to ptognosticate he must bave had 
a dismal foreboding for the near future. The 
storm was one of unusual extent as well as 
severity, taking more than two-thirds of the 
area of the United States into its icy em- 
brave. The Pacific slope alone escaped its 
fury. Practically everything east of the Rocky 
Mountains suffered, and interisely at that, the 
zero weather extending well up towards the 
Gulf of Mexico, and bringing a snowfail over 
a vast are in the subtropics, to many places 
where suo had not been seen previously by 
% the oldest inhabitant.” 

According to the chief of our local weather 
office the cold wave started Wednesday morn- 
ung in Montana. By sunset of that day it 
had extended eastward to the Mississippi 
River and southward to Texiis with a fall of 
20° to 50° in the temperature at different 
places. Thursday morning the wave had ad- 
vanced eastward to the Alleghany Mountains 
and southward to the Gulf of Mexico, at 
which time the mercury was 48° below zero 
at St. Paul, 2° below af Abilene, Texas, and 
20° above at Galveston, the latter being 12° 
below the freezing point. With this came a 


bea vy fall of snow anda northwest gale ranging 


from 30 to 40 miles an hour over the whole 
area of the cold wave. Friday morning the 
storm and the cold had reached the Southern 
and Gulf States, including Florida, the tem- 
perature near the coast having fallen more 
than 40° in twenty-four hours. At that time 
the line of zero temperature passed due west 
from the Atlantic coast to Pi:tsburg, curved 
through Atlanta to Little Rock, Ark., then 
through Dodge City, Ia., to Miles City, 
Mont., and north into the British possessions. 

The storm struck New York and New En- 
gland Thursday night with a wind velocity of 
70 miles per hour, the result being a complete 
tie up of railroad traffic and an accumulation 
of ice in the channels to the sea which threat- 
ened immense destruction of vessel property 
and loss of life. To add to the horror the en- 
tire New England coast was swept Friday 
morning by vast tidal wave, which also 
wreaked its fury on the coast of Nova Scotia 
and neighboring islands. Reports from éev- 
etal points state that the water rose to an 
enormous height, coming in like an ice capped 
wall, forcing many thousands of persons to 
fiee for their lives. Undoubtedly it must have 
caused a terribly great destruction of vessels, 
the full extent of which yet has to be ascer- 
tained. 

The scientific cause of the storm intensity 
on land was briefly explained in Tas Tunern 
of Friday as a general movement of air from 
the north blowimg around an area of high 
barometer to the west of it and an area of los 
barometer to theeast, It is highly probable 
that the tidal wave of Friday must be ex- 
plained on similar lines and not by referring 
ittoan earthquake. The water ina region 
of relatively very high barometer off the coast 
would be pressed down by the extra superin- 
cumbent weight of the atmosphere tnere, 
The tendency of the water would be to flow 
off in all directions, but principally towards 
areas where the air pressure was least, and 
the mevement westward would augment 
the tidal flow due to disturbing ac- 
tion of the sun and moon, which al- 
ready was near its maximum, because the 
moon then was approaching the full, attain- 
img that phase Saturday. 80 the tidal wave 
must be regarded as a cunudlative one, the 
normal rise of water being greatly augment- 
ed by the position of the moon in her orbit 
and an extia barometric pressure on the sur- 
face of the ocean at some distance from the 
coast. If due te an earthquake—that is, toa 
subsidence of earth either on land or in the 
ocean bed--it would have been marked by the 
eccurrence of other phenomena than those 
reported, including more than one advance of 
the wave, with alternate sinking, and prob- 
ably by land vibrations, familiarly known as 
** shocks,” 
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PRESIDENT ELIOT AND FOOTBALL. 

It is noticeable that in his annual report 
President Eliot of Harvard University con- 
inues the discussion of the game of football, 
n which last year he made such severe criti- 
cisms. This year he returns to the attack 
fortified with new arguments, the most of 
them drawn from the experiences of Har- 
vard's own team in 1894. The President 
finds that the year wrought only one favora. 
ble change in the conduct of athletic sports, 
and that with the single exception of the team 
for track athletics the men have been brought 
to the field in a state bordering on exhaus- 
tion. 

As to football, President Eliot says the game 
“grows worse and worse as regards foul and 
violent play aud the number and gravity of 
the injuries which the players suffer. The 
rules of the game,” says the President, are 
at present such as to cause inevitably a large 
nuinber of broken bones, sprains, and 
wrenches, even during trial or practice games 
played legitimately; and they also permit 
those who play with reckless violence or with 
shrewd violations of the rules to gain theréby 
great advantages. What is called the devel- 
opment of the game has steadily increased its 
risks until they have become unjustifiable.” 
President Eliot has no sympathy with the 
proposition to employ more men to watch 
the games with authority to punish instantly 
infractions of the rules. He properly and un- 
answerably says that a game which neeas® to 
be so watched is not fit far gcnuine sportsmen. 
Moreover, experience indicates that it would 
be hard to find trustworthy watchers. Ex- 
travagant expenditure for the teams through- 
out the season and by the apectatora at the 
principal games continues to disgust the ad- 
vocates of simple and rational manly sports.“ 
That the decided stand which President Eliot 
has taken against football as it is now played 
is not the outeome of any prejudice is evi- 
denced by the following wise and sensible re- 
marks;

It may be 
added that his den urilVersity team, whose 
mem bets conduct themselves like gentlemen, 
failed to appreciate the moral éompensations 
for the tuffianism they éncounted in Califor- 
nia. On the subject of football President 
Eliot ia entirely richt. His assertion that 
“the game as now played is unfit for college 


use cannot be successfully gainsaid. It is’ 


time to reform the game, 
SA CREDNESS OF ENDOW MENTS. 

In these days, when so mueh is given to col- 
leges and other institutions in the way of en- 
dowment funds, the recipients of these funds 
should have @ Glear idea of their nature and 
use. Dr. George A. Gates, President of lowa 
College, has contributed a timély article upon 
this subject to the Chieago Advance, which 
should be carefully read by the business man- 
agers of colleges. He urges upon them the 
necessity of making a distinction between en- 
dowment funds and other college property. 
Other gifts may do just as much good and 
perhaps more, but the intent of the giver of 
the endowment fund is to be taken into ac- 
count, That intent is eacred and any other 
use of the money, Dr. Gates bluntiy declares, 
is stealing, 

Conceding all the temptations to put the 
endowment to other uses, Dr. Gates does not 
consider them any answer to the charge. He 
stiys very pointedly: 

There is special need of emphasis. upon this 
matter in regard to our smaller Western colleges. 
The démands upon their resources are imperious. 
It is indead pitiful that the often meager salaries 
dus to their instructors should not be promptly 
paid, It seems sometimes as if certain needs of 
the colleges must be met. Beards of Trustees 
find themselves face to fare with these tremen- 
dous needs, and here are college funds with which 
they can meet them. They simply yield to the 
temptation, and that is all there is of it. They 
have no more right to do that thing than the di- 
rectors of a bank have a right to embesale the 
deposits. Because money is within reach is no 
reason why. it should be used. Deposits ina 
bank should be looked upon as non-existent for 
other than theilt legitimate uses. The endow- 
ment fund of a college has no business appear- 
ing above the horizon when trustees are discus- 
sing how to meet current expenses. 


The matter of trustees borrowing from en- 
dowments for current expenses is fraudulent, 
unless such debts are secured legally like 
any other debt, These funds are to be in- 
vested, not consumed. That is the sum and 
substance of it. If they are diverted from 
their purpose, if the principal is trenched 
upon, then the donors should have their 
rights guarded just as widows and mindts 
have when their trustees use up the principal. 
To.guard themselves they must make iron- 
bound legal contracts, providing for the use 
only of the income, and if the conditions are 
violated then the violators shoald be brought 
before the courts and taught a useful lesson. 
And this is all the more important since 
liberal endowments conditioned upon the 
raising of a certain gum, also to be used 
as endowment, the system so successfully put 
in operation by Dr. D. K. Pearsons of Chica- 
go, are fast becoming the fashion in modern 
munificence, These generous and public. 
spirited donors have the right to be protect- 
ed. Their conditions should be respected. 
If they are not the flow of generosity may be 
checked, and colleges which respect the sa- 
credness of endowments may suffer equally 
with those which do not. In every case these 
funds have been given and taken under writ- 
ten conditions that they shall be kept intact, 
and as Dr. Gates well says: “If colleges ex- 
pect to deserve and win and retain the confi. 
dence of donors there must be solid ground 
for faith on the part of the givers that the 
conditions of endowment will be most sacred- 
ly observed.” 


NOT IN THE COREAN CALENDAR. 

The Corean Legation at Washington. has 
served notice on the Chinese Minister there 
that Corea is independent and has done so ina 
way which to most Westerners will seem 
% peeuliar.“ It has refused to accept a copy 
of the Chinese almanac for the current year, 
that being the document by which the subjects 
of the Chinese Emperor are obliged to -regu- 
late their dates. The almanac is an arbitrary 
arrangement. The Chinese year is a lunar 
one, in this respect following the rule of an- 
cient times Among all Asiatic people who 
were sufficiently civilized to reckon by years 
at all. Twelve lunations are performed 
on the average in eleven days less than a 
year, and 285 lunations oceur in nineteen 
years, the difference between the two sets of 
periods being only about an hour and a half. 
As 12 times 19 make 228 there is an excess 
of seven lunations, which for the Hebrew cal- 
endar ate distributed according to a stated 
rule, ziving to seven years of the cycle a year 
each of which cotitains thirteen lunar months. 
In the Hebrew calendar this extra month fol- 
lows next after Adar, and is called Ve-Adar,”’ 
which may be translated to mean another 
Adar. Any one who knows the rule can tell 
a long time in advance just which years 
will be distinguished by containing thirteen 
moutaos instead of twelve. 

But it appears this is not so in China, It is 
alleged that the designation ef the years whieh 
shall contain the extra lunar month is per- 
formed in arbitrary fashion by the Emperor. 
or some one acting under his authority, and 
this as a means of showing and fastening his 
power upon the people under him. No one 
but he of his adviser knows in advance of the 
announcement what will be the length of the 
next Chinese year or on what days certain 
named duties have to be performed. There 
may be some mistake as to the latter point. 
If the statement be true the rejection of the 
calendar amounts to a direct and significant 
repudiation of vassalage for the future.

siderei by China as satisfactory acknowledg- 
ment of vussu nge. The Corean Legation bas 
accepted aynunliy the almanae gift from the 
Chinese M nistez, bat witi do so 30 longer. 
Corva has thrown off we yoke of China, and 
with that is abandoning the old-fegy style of 
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by some who are foolish enough to think that 
nothing uew is sufficiently good to take 
the place of that which is hallowed by 
the lapse of many centuries, Doubtless this 
reform is far from being the only one to be 
introduced into Corea as a result of the war 
now in progress. Coren may be expected to

THE CAUSE OF GIANTISN, 

Dr. Dana has coptributed to the February 
number of Scribner an interesting article 
“Saye giants, and the cause of development 

to giant stature in the human being. He 
holds that giant growth 16 a disease. which he 
calls “acromegaly,” and is dus to disease of 
the pituitary gl 
dividual is a mall viene substance, about the 
size of a pea, placed at the base of the brain 
just back of the nerves of the eye as they. 
cross in order to pass out of the skull into 
their orbits, An enlargement of this little 
gland has been observed during post-moftem 
examinations of several giant frames in the 
last eight yeara, while no other change so 
striking or unique was discovered. Hence 
the inference that this enlargement had 
something to do with the disease, and further 
investigation has shown that this curious lIt- 
tle organ appears to exercise a great iefiu- 
ence on the nutrition of the body. In several 
cases in which the gland was diseased the pa- 
tients were found to have wasted away, the 
temperature of the body fell, and the patient 
showed other and progressive disturbances of 
nutrition, Experiments on animals showed 
that the injury or destruction of this gland 
led te emaciated disturbance in breathing, 
and various evidences of impaired bodily 


health which ended in death. So the pitui- 


tary gland is raised to the rank of an im- 
portant organ, and Dr. Dana suggests that it 
may be claimed for it with more justice than 
for the pineal gland that it is the seat of the 
soul, 

The writer statés anatomical reasons for 
believing that giantism is a nervous disorder, 
and not a freak, and the most interesting de- 
duction in this particular is that glauts are 
physically weak and not healthy, instead of 
being the powerful persons they are usually 
supposed to be. All of them die compara- 
tively young, showing a lack of sufficient 
vitality to conserve the frame into old age, 
and while they marry and may have children, 
those children do not become giants for the 
reason that giantism is an incident, like a 
fever, and can no more be transmitted than 
the measles. This would not be the case if 
giants were born with the giant tendency, for 
if so born theif giantism would run through 
families, like six fingers, cleft palates, stra- 
bismus, and club foot. Hence Dr. Dana con- 
cludes that there néver will be a race of 
giants, and that it is not desirable there 
should be sucha race, The first of these con- 
clusions may be open to doubt, but the Bible 
reader hardly wii) dispute the second since he 
finds in Genesis the statement that “ there 
were giants in the earth’’ in the days im- 
mediately preceding the deluge, and has no 
escape from the conclusion that all of them 
were drowned because of their wickedness 
unless one or more was among the eight per- 
sons who were saved in the ark. There is no 
doubt that as a rule the human beings of to- 
day are larger in stature than were tiie 
ancients, and they are longer lived, though 
that may be in spite of greater stature rather 
than a consequence of it. 


THE JONIAUX MURDER CASE. 

The Joniaux murder trial, which has re- 
cently come to such a tragic end for the 
defendant, will go upon the records as 
one of the most celebrated cases of modern 
times. The defendant, Mme. Joniaux, was 
one of the most beautiful, brilliant women in 
Antwerp, supposed to possess wealth, and a 
social leader. She is the daughter of a Bel- 
gian cavalry officer and some years ago mar- 
ried M. Faber, a literary man. The mar- 
riage was a disappointment, He was 
buried in his books. She was fond 
of gay life. He suddenly died of gout and 
left the widow a heavy insurance. Two 
years afterwards she met M. Joniaux, a wid. 
ower. The two, who were much alike, both 
being brilliant and ambitious, married. They 
soon exhausted the insurance money with 
high living and more must be had, In 1891 
the madame’s youngest sister came to visit 
her. She had not been there long before her 
life was insured in the madame’s favor. 
Suddenly she died. The Joniauxs lived 
for a time upon tne money, but 
soon it became apparent there would 
be a crash unless more money was 
raised. Ata banquet given in honor of her 
husband's promotion to a position in the En- 
gineer Corps a rich uncle was present. Be- 
fore the next day he was dead. Mme. Joni: 
aux had hoped to get bia fortune, but it was 
found that he had an illegitimate son whom 
he had legitimized and made bis heir, This 
scheme failed and affairs grew desperate. The 
elder brother next came to visit her, He was 
a worthiess, drunken fellow, but the madame 
managed to get his life insured for $20,000, 
when suddenly he died also. 

The rapid succession of deaths at the Jon- 
jaux mansion aroused suspicions among the 
officials ot the insurance company that some- 
thing was wrong. They had the body of the 
brother disinterred and examined, and poison 
was found in the stomach. No poison was 
tound, however, in the stomachs of the sister 
or uncle, but the proof against Mme. Jon- 
iaux was overwhelming, and it was shown she 
had bought poison just before the death of 
each, She was found guilty and will be con- 
fined in a dark cell for life. It goes without 
saying that her life under such circumstances 
will beashort one. It isa terrible penalty 
she has paid for greed, selfishness, and vanity. 
It adds to the pitiableness of the cage that 
she was a very beautiful. brilliant, and ac- 
complished woman, and that every one in Ant- 
werp had envied her her social position and 
apparentiy charmed existence,

HE Tammany Hall organization of 
1870 and the preceding years was 
“downed” (as the slang of local 
politics pute it) almost as precipi- 
tately as has been the latest Tam- 


many—both events. begetting a national 
and econnectedly historical interest. But 
the “downing” at the first-named 
period has never been correctly nar- 
rated, although attempted to be by 
many writers, conspicuously so in the Bige- 
low Lite of Samuel J. Tilden,” and in a 
chapter of The American Commonwealth.“ 
bya member of the present British Minu- 
istry, who, traveling for a few months in 
the United States, was compelled te adopt 
hearsay statements. The alleged narra- 
tives of that “downing” of 1871 have 
often reminded me of an epigram by Henry 
Labouchere, the London editorial cynic— 
* history is a collection of misstatements, the 
work of prejudiced commentators, who re- 
model the falsehoods of the original liars.” 
Aeneas, in telling through Virgil the story of 
the siege of Troy, exclaimed in evidénée of 
its authenticity: ‘“‘ Pars quorum magaa fui.” 
And with reference to the occurrences of the 
above first-named year I can reécho the ex- 


pression. 

The Tammany Hall Democratic organiza- 
tion, when it reformed on New Year's day, 
1871. was compact and impregnable. It then 
practically controlled the State Goverp- 
ment and the munizipal administrations 
of New York, Brooklyn, Albany. Buffalo, 
and sevéral other cities of the State. But 
the New-Year’s day of 1873 found that com- 

ctness disintegrated and that im nabil. 
ty destroyed by an installed anti-Tammany 
State Government; and by corresponding ad- 
ministrations in all the above referred to 
cities. What produced 4) result and what 
events meantime occurred lu connection it is 
my provines to now narrate. 

Rival Bosses, 


On the firat-named New Year’s day I be 
gan a second full term as Mayor; and the 
municipal government continued to be in 
harmonious and popular working order un- 
der Tammany influences and support. Will 
lam M. Tweed was then a State Sena- 
tor at Albany, also head of the De- 

rtment of Public Works in New 

‘ork City, a Grand Sachem of the Tam- 
inany Society (a corporation that owned 
the building’ known as Tammany Hall, in 
which met the Démocratie organization of 
the gity, whereof Mr. Tweed was also Chair- 
man—and in political slang, Boss). At 
the same deten Chester A. Arthur —after wards 
President—was the Boss of the Repub- 
lican organization. 

For some time these two bosses (Mr. Ar- 
thur also held a lucrative municipal office un- 
der Tammany appointment) had been in gen- 
eral harmonious accord as to city govern- 
ment. But there bad come as length a parting 
of the ways to somevextent, and the rting 
broadened when a few of the “bolting” leaders 
of Tammany Hall affiliated with the Arthur 
followers in a species of cealition opposition 
against the power of Tammany. This oppo- 
sition early in 1871 received effective news- 
paper support from the Daily Times, the 
proprietor of which was smarting under the 
impolitic refusal of Tammany officials to al- 
low him a share in the lucrative public print- 
ing of corporation. Tammany, however, 
regarded the assaults of the bolters, of the 
coalition, and of the newspaper, as of ordinary 
political importance. Yet it was the gather- 
ing of clouds preceding a tornado. It cer- 
tainly was of such importance only uatil in 
the summer of 1871 an exposé of some pub- 
lic officials superven as suddenly sensa- 
tional as any of the recent developments of 
the Lexow com mittee. 

During the Republican administration of 
7. * Opdyke and of the county gov- 
ernment by a Board of Supervisors, whose 
members were equaily divided in politics, the 
latter body, under legislative permiesion, un- 
dertook the building of a huge county court- 
house at county expense. At that time New 
York county administration was divisible 
from the municipal one, although county 
and city held the same boundaries and the 
same citizens, These are now sensibly amal- 
gamated into one system, and Aldermen of 
the city are ex-officio Supervisors of the 
county. As has been no fortanaiey the case 
with many public buildmgs—National Capi- 
tol, Houses of Parliament, and Palais du Jus- 
tice, te. —jobbery under contractors early 
marked the foundation and construction of 
the County Court House. 

The First Seanaal. 


Polities selected its architects, bullders, 
superintendents, and contractore—all of 
whom were more or less politically assessed 
at election times. This tempted them to re- 
coup through speculative jobbery. The first 
public scandal originated in a paytoll that 
developed sinecures,and shirkers of workmen, 
and ficticious names. Another scandal soon 
became added in the extravagant purchase of 
marble from a quarry company, in which some 
Supervisors were scheduled as stockholders, 
Brick, iron, lumber, and lime also figured as 
materials through which officials and con- 
tractors speculated at public expense. But 
such jobbery during the ten years of the un- 
necessarily prolonged erection and attempts 
at completion of the Oounty Court-House 
was comparatively insignificant. The Super- 
visors audited the bills, and the Controller, 
who acted as financial agent of the county as 
well as of the city, paid them out of the pro- 
ceeds of bonds issued for long periods of pay- 
ment. a © 

Public or press suspicion was not aroused, 
because Republican and Democratic Super- 
Visors were alike interested in not investigat- 


‘ing. But during-the year 1870 three clerical 


employés of the Board of Supervisors.and 4 
County Auditor—all envious of the deals and 
gains that were proceéeding—bethought them 
of a Treasury depleting syndicate, to be se- 
tretly composed of contractors, themselves 
and the Chief Cierk and President of the 
rd, and the Controller, It was aceording- 
formed ae a secret conspiracy.

These claims were also taken 
int the syndicate plans. All the exagzerated 
ile were from time to time through 
the auditing mill of the Supervisors by the 
confederate employés, and were oy * 
and attested by clerk and Presiden the 
rd of Supervisors, and forwarded to the 
Jontroller for payment by warrant.

the London Times, who robbed the American 
stage of one of its brightest actresses, 
Madeline Henriques, by marryme ber 
and then returning to Eugland to 
become and die a member of Parlia- 
ment. Mr. Jennings at once recognized the 
im portance of the tabulated figures in con- 
nection with the newspaper war he had al- 
2 waged against what himself had edi- 
otially named “The Tweed Ring of Tam- 
many. I onde had from Mr. Jennings’ lips 
in London—where we were jointly on thestaff 
of the Herdid—the acdount of the man- 
ner in which those figures were brought 
to him. Said he: “I at first feared they 
might be inaccurate or exaggerated, and 
therefore unsafe to print; moreover, I fancied 
there might be a trap in the matter. But I 
was assured that the eopyist was a man whose 
fealty, founded on Irish gratitude, could be 
relied on implicitly. I hinted at payment; for 
any of my contemporaries would have given 
thousands for the sensation; but payment was 
declined. The possessor of the MSS. used the 
New York phrase, Getting square with 
Tweed, when the quotation from Othello 
rose to my mind: 

Had all his hairs been lives my great revenge 
Had stomach for them all. 

I saw that the motive of the exposure was 
revenge, not profit. Late as was the call I 
drove up-town for a conference with Mr. 
Jones, the principal proprietor of the paper, 
and he acquiesced as to bringing out the mat- 
ter; but first preparing the schedules with 
due regard to a striking form of newspaper 
typographical millinery.” 

Lexow Oatdone. 

Nothing that has recently been evolved by 
the Lexow committee equals the popular sen- 
sation which the published and ingeniously 
prepared table presented under dramatic 
headlines. The figures running into millions 
as they did; however, simply amounted after 
all tosuspicions of fraud; foras yet there 
were no facts behind these. What John 
W. Goff recentiy did towards convert 
in@ #@uspicions of police misdoing into 
fact was rescrved for Samuel J. Tilden, 
then. Besides interest in public welfare and 
justice he had personal animosity toward 
Tammauy and its leaders, whe time and 
again had disappointed his never-ceasing but 
honest and worthy political ambitions, which 
have since become a strong historical picture. 


He took the accounts and verified them by 


the official books. Like Goff, he obtained 
confessions and those from a peccant con- 
tractor. They led to other confessions and 
strong State’s evidence. Mr. Tilden followed 
up the clews of these confessions by inspect- 
ing and analyzing the bank accounts of offi- 
cials much in the line that was borrowed from 
his ways by the Lexow committee. He traced 
the main warrants trom the City Chamber- 
lain to their primary recipients in the ↄ»riminal 
sytdicate, and thence to the deposit account 
of Mr. Tweed, President of the Board of 
Supervisors, in proportionate divisional 
amounts, and also to Conptrolier Connolly, 
but not to any other official. 

With the result, which history has recorded, 
of the conviction of the Chairman of the Tam- 
many organization as a misdemeanor (not of 
felony, as some writers have erroneously 
stated it) and in his imprisonment eventu- 
ally. Nevertheless Tauimany remained so 
strong that, notwithstanding the pending 
charges against him, and the much popular 
belief ih their validity, Mr. Tweed was 
triumphantiy reéiected as a Tammany 
Senator, but he made the mistake of 
deciining to take his seat and of 
braving political consequences. The 
peccant Controller took up a European resi- 
dence and died a few years later, leaving a 
large estate, Coinolly was also a N 
saghem and a leader, and, like Mr. Tweed, 
he had compromised the organization. This, 
however, struggled to regain power and su- 
premacy with new measures and new men. 
* Downed” overwhelmingiy in. 1872, it did 
not rally until two years afterward, when, 
under the boss-ship' of the late John Kelly, it 
regained a municipal power which it has held 
until the last election, at which event more 
revelations of corruption produced a second 


_S* downing.” 


A Committee of Seventy. 

In 1871 a Citizens’ Committee of Seventy, 
chosen at a mass-meeting of electors and 
called without regard to partisan sympathy, 
gave aid to this downing of Tammany. It 
then elected (as lately did similarly another 
Committee of Seventy) one of its members 
Mayor, and others among them Aldermen 
sae laitalatore.. It has always been an undue 
but prominent incident of the many spasms 
ef municipal reform which New York has 
been visited by during the last half century, 
that the reformers never omitted to take ad- 
vantage of the famous doctrine emanciated 
in the Federal Senate by Senator Marcy, 
„To the victor belong the spoils.”’ 

It is not generally known that as Mayor, 
and immediately after the Tiines sensation, I 
addressed the Common Couneil asking it to 
appoint a committee of investigation of the 
newspaper charges against Messrs. Tweed and 
Connolly; While that body was considering 
the application ex-Attorney-General Edwards 
Pierrepont called at the Mayor's office and 
said that he was engaged with others in ar- 
ranging a public meeting that should ap- 
point a committee, who would investigate, 
and remarked very positively that the Tam- 
many Aldermen, in investigating Tammany 
officials and comrades, would not meet with 
public con fidence, 

I thereupon withdrew the matter from the 
Aidermea and gave Mr. Pierrepont a num- 
ber of Democratic names to be placed on 
his proposed committee. 1 thereafter 
frequeatly met subcommittees of it, and at 
their instance subsequently appointed one of 
their number Controller in place of Mr. Con- 
nolly, whose resignation Mr. Tilden (also of 
the committee) had adroitiy obtained, I also 
appointed another leading member, the iate 
K. G. Stebbins, as a Park Commissioner, and 
upon another member bringing me the résig- 
nation of Mr. Tweed as Commissioner of 
Public Works, Iappointed a gentleman who 
was selected by the committee. Its influence 
sent Mr. Tilden to the State Legislature, 
where he was fortunate enough to lay the po. 
litical stepping-stones that led to his subse- 
quent election of Governor and his memor- 
able contest for the 8

hether Tammiany’s 
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ecent cremation will eventuate in an appli- 
cation of the poet Berens » apostrophe to 
truth when it is crushed to earth, or in an 
application of his apostrophe to wri 
error, which“ dies amid her worshipers.“ re- 
mains for this new year to answer. 

But this narrative will be incomplete with- 
out a few closing words as to William M. 
Tweed. He has been generally described as 
a Coarse, common man, without serviceable 
intellect, merely cunning and a dishonest of- 
ficial, But he had good mental powers, in- 
nate tact, and by attrition socially and in a busi- 
ness way with his kind had acquired at least 
the veneer of pleasant intercourse, Me wag 
intensely executive, born to command, full of 
thoughtfulness, weak often in judgment, and 
of depressed moral sense, I am not to de- 
fend him asa man, only as a municipal offi- 
cial, the Commissioner of Public Works. As 
the county officer referred to he became 
a passive offender in the hands of 
adroit conspirators much his junior. But in 
charge of his department, that sewered the 
street and cared for the underground honey- 
combing of them, that lighted and swept and 
paved them, and that cared for the huge wa- 
ter supply of the Aty, all his official coatem- 
poraries will agree with me that he was the 
most efficient and far-seeing officer in com- 
— of those subjects that the city has ever 

ad. 

His chief engineer was admirab! selected, 
and so were his employés adaptive to the 
scope of tneir daties. To him is largely due 
the fine boulevards at the west end of thecity. 
and its excellent *hérse railway communica 
tions, He it was who laid out an original pian 
for stone docks and suggested the placing 
of them in care of Gen. McClellan as Engi- 
neer-in-Chief. As the head of the Tammany 
‘organization he was despotic and autocratic. 
Yet he always consulted compeers and disci- 
ples, and often had the address of making the 
most of them believe he was following their 
views, when in reality he tad converted them 
to his own. 5 
In personal dealings he had a brusqueness 
of manner, which was, however, kept from 
bang offensive by a certain heartiness of 
look. Tweed died in adebtor’s prison of a 
broken heart. He hada vein of tenderness 
in his rough exterior, as his family and in- 
timate friends well knew, and his gen- 
erosities were unbounded and sincere. 
Probably half of the moneys he undeubtedly 
received from the court house syndicate of con- 
spirators was spent upon others. I grieve to 
say that he was practically plundered in 
return by his coterie of lawyers Who for 
years defended his misfortunes—if distresses 
that a man solely brings upon himself 
can attain the dignity of the title of 
misfortunes. Aud when he died he was prac- 
tically penniless and his estate was never 
opened in the Probate Court. There is a per- 
sonal legend about him that when dying he 
said: “If I took the stolen money of the 
City Treasury I have returned value for it in 
the improvements I bestowed .upoo the me- 
tropolis.“ 

I have used the phrase “ broken-hearted ”’ 
with meaning. Not long before his romantic 
escape from debtors’ jail to Cuba and Spain, 
and his extradition, he was assured by the then 
Attorney-General of the State that if he would 
tell the whole tale of the court-house con- 
spiracy before an investigating commit- 
tee then in session he would be released 
on his own recognizance from the civil im- 
prisonment be was suffering at the process of 
the State. He made, under skillful probings 
and suggestions, what the committee and the 
newspapers called his confessions, telling lit- 
tle that was unknown; and then the law 
officers violated their promises, and, to 
quote holy writ, “The last state 
of that man was worse than before.“ He felt 
that he had needlessly sunk to the degrada- 
tion of an informer and been betrayed in re 
turn for his own betrayals in the past. Then 
the hope which the poet hag said springs 
eternal in the human breast deserted him. 
Even his Tammany had deserted its great 
architect. And he thereafter relapsed into 


mental as well ae physical coma.

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HE great State of Illinois will, in a | 


short time, take unto itself the 
sacred trust and honor of.caring for 
the ashes of the lamented and 
honored Lincoln. His tomb and 
the monument erected in Spring- 
tield to mark his last resting place 
will become the property of the State. Every 
man, woman, and child will have a proprie- 
tary interest therein. It will be thrown open 
to the world. No fee or gratuity will ever 
again be imposed on or exacted from visitors. 
It will not be made the abiding place of 
venders of photographs or books. It will be 
for ages to come the shrine of all America. 
Springfield was Mr. Lincoln’s home. He 
went to that city when a young man from the 
little town of Salem, Menard County, sixteen 
or seventeeti miles away. He studied law and 
began to practice there. Everybody in Cen- 
tral Illiriois knew him. Friends innumerable 
were his and he held them all through his life. 
He left Springfield Feb. 11,1861. A great 
crowd of people assembled at the railway sta- 
tion to bid him good-by. He was overcome 
with emotion and he proceeded. to say a few 
words to the people who stood closely packed 


around. It was the last utterance of this 
grand man to his neighbors and friends. He 
said: : 


My Friends: No one, notin my position, can 
appreciate the sadness I feel at this parting. To 
this people I owe all that I am. Hera I have 
lived more than a quarter of a century; here my 
children were born, and here one of them lies 
buried. I know not how soon I shall see you 
again, A duty devolves upon me which is per- 
haps greater than which has devolved upon 
any other man si the days of Washington. He 
never would have succeeded except by the aid of 
Divine Providence, upon which he at all times 
relied. I fee) that I cannot succeed without the 
same divine aid which sustained him, and on the 
same Almighty Being I place my reliance for sup- 
port; and I hope you, my friends, will all pray 
that I may receive that divine assistance, without 
which I cannot succeed, but with which success 
is certain. Again I bid you an affectionate fare- 
woll. 

May 3, 1865, his body was brought to 
Springfield for sepulture. It was first in- 
tended to build the tomb and menument on 
the lot now occupied by the State House, 
This idéa was abandoned and an offer from 


the Oak Ridge Cemetery Association for the 


use of a vault was, accepted. Under the laws 
of Illinois a charter was granted to prominent 
men of the State, whose duty it was to erect 
a monument and care for the tomb. Con- 
tributions came from all parts of the world. 
School children and soldiers, Synday-schools, 
churches, religious societies of every nature 
and description gave liberally toward the 
erection ofa tomb. The colored people con- 
tributed thousands and thousands of dollars, 
and in due course of time a monument, as 
worthy as the name of Lincon asany monu- 
ment could be, was erected commemorative of 
his services to his country and it might be 
added to the cause of liberty of the whole 
universe. The Monument Association prob- 
ably did the best it could to keep the tomb in 
Proper condition. But as the years went by 
‘it became more and more apparent that the 
State should be the guardian of this revered 
Spot. On several occasions steps looking 


toward the transfer were made, but the nego- 


were not completed.

of placing the tomb, the grounds, the ap- 
proaches under the control ef the State, were 
anxious to codperate with the committee. No 
formal bill has as yet been prepared. One 
will be drawn, however, so soon as some little 
detail of arrangement is made the subject of 
an agreement. The grounds owned by the 
Monument Association are about nine acres 
in extent. About three acres of this will prob- 
ably be reconveyed to the Cemetery Associa- 
tion, and this body will, in return for the 
land, agree to keep the approaches to the 
monument in perpetual repair. The appro- 
pria tion to be asked of this General Assembly 
will be quite small, probably not exceeding 
$5,000. 

The aim will be to get enough money to 
make a few necessary repairs to the tomb and 
to erect u lodge or small dwelling for keeper, 
whose duty it shall be to keep the tomb open 
for the inspection of the public at all reasona- 
ble hours.

„% It is said that he had settled down to the 
practice of law in the Springfield Circuit, and 
had almost lost his taste for politics when 
Douglas brought his Kansas-Nebraska bill of 
1854 into the Senate of the United States and 
sought to have it enacted into law. From 
that time until his death his life possesses an 
interest accorded to few mei iu the world’s 
history. 

In the Senate of the United States Mr. 
Douglas met successfully in debate such ac- 
complished opponents as Seward, Chase, 
Hale, and Sumner, but feli before the logic 
and eloquence of this country-bred lawyer in 
a number of joint debates that long since be- 
came historical. We can hardly realize how 
rapidly history was made during the later 
period of his life. One summer afterneon in 
the Circuit Court of one of the counties in 
the Springfield district a rugged-faced, awk- 
ward-appearing man arose in court when a 
case against the Illinois Central railroad com- 
pany was called for trial- and stated that he

“T was a delegate to thé convention of 
1858,” remarked Gen. B. F. Marsh, which 
nominated Mr. Lincoln for United States Sen- 
ator. I saw the great IIlinolsau then for the 


first time and heard him deliver his celebrated 


epeech in which he said, referring to a house 
divided against itself, that this 33 could 
not endure permunently if one-half was in 
slavery and one-half free. This speech was 
delivered at Springfield, and it made a great 
‘iin pression upon me, and I never forgot either 
the man or bis manner. Subsequentiy during 
the campaign I heard him on the stump at 
Carthage and Augusta, and his action and 
speeches only cunfirmed me in the opinion 
formed of him at the Springfield conven- 
tion a few months previously. I recall that 
it was during the Presidency of Mr. Lincoln 
that the legal tender greenback was author- 
ized, and the views ot Mr. Lincoln in 1862 on 
that subject are good enough doctrine for our 
legislators now. So long as the peuple honor 
Republican Congressmen with their votes 
they should never vote for the retirement or 
destruction of the greenbacks which were the 
financial feature of President Lincoin’s ad- 
ministration. So far as the eustody of the 
remains of this famous son of Hlufois is con-

English Apiog of the Aristocracy.

The great increase of commercial wealth and

“Seceshers” Objected to the Union Draft 
fuges to Escape It--Bogus Physical In- 
firmitioesHow One Man Disguised 
Himself as a “Nigger” and Sawed 
Wood—Adventires of an Adventurous 
Girl Who Married and rurned Federal. 

There was a funny feature of the war on the 
border, This feature was the draft. When 
that situation was presented in the-section of 

Missouri Where I was living nearly all of the 

available Union material hai been used. 

There remained a num ber of fathers who 


were too old for military duty, except such as 


“Jim” Oraig. required his Home 
Guard.“ A majority of these were sympa- 
thizers, ana many of them were fathers of 
sons who were in the rebel ranks. In some 
of the families there were young men who 
were too .young for military duty when the 
war began, and who, being sympathizers, 
could not get to the Confederate lines toward 
the close of the war when they were old 
enough to shoulder arms, To these young 
men and their mothers the word 
draft was a ‘nightmare. To think 
of demg forced to put on a Federal uni- 
form and sevt out to kill their brothers was 
an excruciating thought. It was worse than 
the first year of the war. 

There was an elderly man in the town I 
have in mind who was intrusted by the gov- 
ernment to attend to the draft in his section. 
His son-in-law had been a Brigadier-General 
of militia in the same section, and as the 
General was an able lawyer and a bitter par- 
tisan he gave his father-in-law many pointers 
as to how he could shorten the lives of the 
sympathizers in the town where they all 
lived. The elderly gentieman intrusted 
with the draft had never been a popular man 
in his town atany time. He was one of that 


sort of men who take delight in stopping. 


boys in the street to tell them how 

ought to behave; who preach a good deal 
without practicing what they preach. His 
appointment as supervisor of the draft was 


not calculated to raise him in the estimation 


of the Cohfederate mothers and sisters of the 
town. Some of the boys who had grown up 
since the war were concealed like young 
chickens in out of the way places 
for weeks and their food conveyed to 
them by night, Why the government wanted 
to-enlist men who were nut loyal to it was a 
‘thing the Confederate mother of Missouri 
never could quite uncerstand. 

The bounty business enabled those who had 
money to escape the horrors of the draft, but 
such persons were not numerous, and even 
where they hired substitutes they ran the 
gwantiet of the disapprobation of meir old 
friends and neighbors, It was “aiding the 
— Tankee government.” The class that 
was not able to hire substitutes lived in actual 
agony unleas they were past the military age. 

‘Bogus Physical Infirmities. 


It was amusing to see the number of men 
who had physical infirmities such as debar 
onefrom military duty. A great many stories 
were told in days of the devious schemes 
to avoid the draft. Some were untrue, of 
course, but others were absolutely true. For 
example, a very worthy man, who was a hot- 
headed sympathizer, but a moral coward, was 
so wrought up over the draft that he piaced 
the first finger of bis right hand in a sausage 


machine, the crank of which his wife was | 


turning, and maugled it. What suffering he 
endured for several weeks after may be im- 
agined, but what was suffering for a few 
weeks compared with weari a Yankee uni- 
form and fighting fora Yankee government? 

Iam warned to have these sketches lean as 
much to the truth as ible, and I must ad- 
mit that the conduct of some of the Southern 
wives toward their husbands in the trying 
times of which I write was not such as to en- 
courage younger people to dip into matri- 
mony. For instance, some of the wives laid 
down the ultimatum to their leige lords that 
if they got dratted 7 they need not return to 
their homes, as they would not be allowed to 
enter. And some of those husbands who had 
labored and toiled for years and had become 
responsible heads of families and men of in- 
fluence in their cmmu nity went to their 


homes at night witosome such feeling as that 


attributed to Richhard III. where he groaned: 
Here tonight! But where tomorrow? 

Another worthy man whose face 1 recall, 
the husband of a spirited and still unrecon- 
structed rebel, and the father of two girls of 
the mother’s pattern, paid a “nigger” to go 
to the front for him and gave him a bounty 
besides. His family refused to sit at the table 
with him for weeks, and when it was discov- 
ered that the man never was drafted the cha- 

rin of his family was the talk of the town. 

he return of his son from the Confederate 
army was the event that sa ved a family dis- 
mem berment. 

There was one young man whose family 
were the neighbors of my people. As one of 
his brothers is a prominent lawyer of Helena 
and another is a Western itor and the 
mother and two sisters are living in a Western 
city their names in print would subject them 
to unpleasant comment. 

The young man first referred to went out 
with the first regiment in gray from North- 
west Missouri. His sisters made his uniform 
and bought him his sword. He was a Captain, 
and a handsome fellow on foot or in the sad- 
dle. He fought his first at Blue Mills Land- 
ing, and reached Lexington in time to take a 
8 part in the series of engagements 
whic resuited in the surrender of Col. 
Mulligan. The young man lost a thumb and 
finally returned to his home before the war 
had been in progress a year. He came back 
at night stopped at my home, 
My . mother, iong since a spirit 
made perfect, was one of the 
uncompromising and unreconstructed. She 
gave the young man refuge. The city was 
then a Federal post. His family came to see 
him daily. until ons day it Was announced 
that he had been drafted into the Union army. 
In some way—I do not recall how—it was not 
known at the Federal headquarters that the 
young man had been a Confederate Captain. 
A squad of soldiery searched his house in vain, 
and invaded my home with like results. 

If they had taken the “‘nigger’’ who was 
sawing wood in the rear and washed his face 
they would have had a sensational capture. 

at night, aided by His old father, a man 
nearly 70, the Captain ascaped through the 
lines. He crawled for two miles, his father 
crawling ahead to make the way sure. Once 
they were so neara picket that they could 
have touched his coat. His father returned 
home, hired @ substitute for him, paying 
500, and then sent for the boy to return 
again, which he did, end lived at home for 
several months, 
He disappeared one day, and not long after 
it was known to a few that he had reached 
the Atiantic and had enlisted on a rebel priva- 
teer. In an engagement that took place sonie- 
where off the Carolina coast the privateer was 
successful and the crew of the Union vessel 
was captured. One of the crew was the 
man who had been drafted for the rebel Cap- 
tain and had quit the army and gone into the 
navy. The “Johnny Reb” secured the re. 
lease of his substitute and had him sent 
ashore at the first convenient harbor.

to escape him in time to embark on the 

vessel. Somewhere, after the Ca ‘bene 

doubled. he died was given burial at sea. 
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ed. The sister, disguised in male atti 
presented herself in his stead, She ai 
not, of course, know what the ordeal 
of examination was, and had successfully 
passed many of the quéstions before she dis- 
covered that if she persisted in ber intention 
she would be discovered, She brake down 
and confessed, and several Southern 
sympathizers clubbed together and bought 
a —— nigger substitute for her brother. 

Would you believe it—this girl afterwards 
married an officer in the Federal army and 
she became as intensely loyal as she had been 
foolishly rebellious. 

The Brigadier-General and his vindictive 
old father-in-law passed away long since. 
But to this day the mention of names in 
the county where they fived recalls a time 
during the war when feeling was most in- 
tense on the border. F. H. B.
